Several suspects in the murder of 
two Israeli seamen in Barcelona 
were arrested by Spanish police 
yesterday, Israel Television re- 
ported last night. 

The two crew members of the 
■ Zim- California were reported mis- 
sing last weekend, and their bullet- 
riddled bodies were discovered m a 
Barcelona flat yesterday. 

OC Military Intelligence Aluf 
Ehud Barak said there was reason 
to believe that the killings 
were carried out by the PLO, and 
that Yasser Arafat himself was 
aware of it. 

A report in Madrid said that the 
PLO's Force 17 had claimed respon- 
sibility for the killings. 

In a call to an international news 
agency ini, Madrid, an anonymous 
caller said: “A commando of Force 
>17 killed two Zionist seamen of the 
" Zionist ship California on October 
5.'* 

Spanish police sources said the 
badly decomposed bodies found in a 
Barcelona flat on Wednesday were 
those of merchant seamen Ya'acov 
Abu.- 32. and Zion Abu, 33, re- 
ported missing on shore leave when 
'their cargo ship Zim-Cafifomia left 
;port last Sunday. They were not 
related. * 

Police said the bodies had not 
been definitely identified. A post- 
mortem was being carried out to 
establish their identity and the date 
of the killing. 

Police spokesmen said the gagged 
bodies, bearing marks of torture by a 
sharp object, were found by police 
after neighbours alerted them to a 
%'oul smell coming from file flat. 

Hie bodies, in the living room, 
had head and chest wounds. Tele- 
phone wires had been ripped off and 
police found a tape-recorder still

Shultz against inti 
meeting on ME peace

WASHINGTON. - Secretary of 
State George Shultz yesterday 
opposed an international peace con- 
ference to deal with the Arab-Israeli 
conflict, as proposed by Jordan's 
King Hussein. 

Testifying before the Senate Fore- 
ign Relations Committee, Shultz 
dearly sided more with the Israeli 
position in opposition to such an 
international gathering. He warned 
that the Soviets, the Syrians and 
others would merely use such a

forum as an opportunity to attack 
the U.S. and Israel. 

The secretary, who had met on 
Wednesday with visiting Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, did. 
however, defend Hussein's desire 
for some sort of international "cov- 
er." There was no indication of what 
the U.S. might have in mind to 
bridge -this procedural obstacle 
standing in the way of a revived 
peace process. 

Shultz, in response to questioning, 
denied that the U.S. was simply

Peres again tells Soviets: 
Renew ties, help make peace

Prime Minister Peres yesterday 
pointedly reiterated his position that 
if the Soviet Union re-established 
diplomatic ties with Israel it could 
play a role in the Middle East peace 
process. 

Peres was responding in the Knes- 
set Fbreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee to questions regarding 
Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir’s 
assertion this week that even if the 
Soviets restore ties, Israel will 
oppose a peace conference with their 
participation. 

The premier did not frontally 
clash with Shamils statement. But 
he left no doubt that his own position 
on the Soviets was markedly- more 
positive and conciliatory than that of 
the vice premier and Likud leader. 

Informed sources have confirmed, 
meanwhile, that Poland will soon be 
opening a mission in Tel Aviv. 

The sources spoke following last 
week's cordial meeting at the UN in 
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New York between Shamir and the 
Polish foreign minister. 

The sources said the mission 
would not be diplomatic, but rather 
would focus on trade ties. There 
would be a similar Israeli representa- 
tion in Warsaw. 

Some political observers in Jeru- 
salem cite (his development as evi- 
dence of progress, albeit slow and 
cautious, towards a rapprochement 
between Israel and the Soviet bloc. 
They say the Poles would not have 
taken this step without the tacit 
approval of Moscow. 

They stress, though, that the Pol- 
ish step is by no means a harbinger of 
an immediate or imminent break- 
through with Moscow itself. 

Peres said the government was 
opposed to an international peace 
conference under the five perma- 
nent members of the Security Coun- 
cil, as King Hussein had proposed. 

But if alternative ideas for possi- 
ble auspices of a peace parley came 
up. Israel should study them. 

If the Soviets resumed diplomatic 
ties, they would certainly be able to 
play a role, “and we could then 
discuss what precisely that role could 
be,” Peres said. 

Peres recently sent a letter to 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
urging the restoration of normal ties 
between the two states regardless of 
their political differences. 

The premier leaves next Tuesday 
for the U.S., where he is to address 
the UN General Assembly and hold 
a series of meetings with President 
Reagan and top administration offi- 
cials in Washington. 

En route he will attend a session of 
the Socialist International in Vien- 
na, and on the way home he is to stop 
briefly in Paris for talks with Presi- 
dent Mitterrand. 

Peres told the Knesset committee 
he was going to America this time 
"not with a case hill of requests, but 
with a portfolio full of ideas for 
peace.”

Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak yesterday told an American tele- 
vision network that be bad agreed to 
the release of the four Palestinian 
terrorists who hijacked the Italian 
liner Achille Lauro because be had 
thought that no one had been killed. 
He claimed in the interview with 
NBC that the four men had left 
Egypt. 

In Italy, Premier Bettino Crap 
demanded that the four men be 
extradited to Italy for the murder of 
passenger Leon Klinghoffer, an 
American Jew. 

Hie whereabouts of the terrorists 
were still uncertain last night. Israel 
TV reported that they were still in 
Egypt, and PLO chief Yasser Arafat 
claimed that they were not yet in 
Tunis. He said that the PLO would 
put the hijackers on trial once they 
were under PLO control. This was 
contradicted, however, by a PLO 
statement from Tunis, which said 
they would not try them. 

A spokesman for the Palestine 
Liberation Front, a PLO splinter 
group that carried out the hijacking, 
denied yesterday in Nicosia that any- 
one had been killed on the ship. 

Meanwhile, the UN Security 
Council, in a rare show of agreement 
between the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union, "vigorously condemned the 
1 hijacking, but did not attribute the 
action to any particular group. 

The ship, carrying over 400 peo- 
ple. was hijacked on Monday on the 
way from Alexandria to Port Said 
and Ashdod, and after cruising to- 
wards Syria and Cyprus, came back 
to Egypt where the terrorists surren- 
dered on Wednesday. The Achille 
Lauro was still docked in Port Said 
yesterdayi and its owners said it 
might continue to either Ashdod or 
.Naples. 

Following is a transcript of Mubar- 
ak's exchange with reporters in 
Cairo: 

Reporter Where are the hijack- 
ers? 

Mubarak: They left the country. I 
don't know where they go. 

Reporter: Are they in Tunisia? 

Mubarak: In Tunisia? Maybe in 
Tunisia. We started to make some 
negotiations (with the hijackers) 
when we understood that there was 
nobody killed on board the ship. So 
we accepted, after the ambassadors 
of Italy and Germany agreed to take 
the people (hijackers) to save the 
400 personnel on the ship. Instead of 
(the hijackers) exploding it, we 
accepted to take these people and 
send them out. 

Reports from Egypt held that the 
hijackers bad been handed over to 
the PLO and were en route to Tunis. 

While Italian politicians ap- 
plauded the diplomacy that helped 
end the hijacking, some questioned 
the role played by the PLO. 

Cracks already evident within the 
coalition government on Italy's Mid- 
dle East policy began to widen 
Wednesday. Defence Minister 
Giovanni Spadolini was not as quick 
as Craxi to lavish praise on the role 
played by Arafat and the PLO. 

Italian Ambassador to Egypt 
Giovanni Migliuolo, who spent 
more than six hours aboard the ship 
talking with passengers and crew, 
told the Italian news agency Ansa in 
Cairo that Klinghoffer was mur- 
dered Tuesday afternoon in an 
attempt to pressure authorities into 
giving in to their demands. 

"The hijackers made all the Brit- 
ish and American civilians lie down, 
among whom was Leon Klinghof- 
fer,'' Migliuolo was quoted as 
saying. “The hijackers pushed him 
onto his wheelchair and dragged it to 
the side of the boat where, in cold 
blood, they shot him in the free. 

“The corpse was then thrown into 
the sea along with the wheelchair.” 
The Ansa account did not indicate 
why Klinghoffer was singled out.

Prime Minister Peres vowed 
yesterday that Israel would “neither 
forgive nor forget" the murder of a 
passenger on the hijacked Italian 
cruise-ship merely because of his 
“Je wish-sounding name.” 

Peres' directly blamed the PLO 
headed by Arafat for the hijack, the 
killing, and also the killing of two 
Israeli merch am .seamen in Barcelo- 
na earlier this week. 

Peres was reluctant, though, to 
publicly attack Egypt for (apparent- 
ly) having allowed the killers to leave 
the country. 

In a radio interview . Peres said the 
world was witnessing “a new kind of 
racism in which an elderly man in a 
wheelchair is killed in cold blood just 
because his name sounds Jewish." 

The premier voiced- his accusa- ' 
dons against Arafat and the PLO in a- 1 
conversation with UN 
Llndersecretary-General Brian Ur- 
quhart and later in a briefing to the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee. 

“Arafat planned the murder of the 
I three Israelis in Lamaca on Yom 
Kippur,” Peres told the veteran UN 
diplomat. Arafat's purpose was to 
derail King Hussein's peace efforts, 
Peres averred, dismissing the Jorda- 
nian monarch's own assertion that 
these peace efforts are coordinated 
with the PLO chairman. . 

Peres said he believed in Hussein’s 
sincerity. But he had no doubt that 
Arafat merely sought to cover up h»s 
murders by lies. “Murder and lyinfg 
go hand-in-hand with him," Peres 
told Urquhart. 

The premier said Arafat was re-

“Almost ail of the recent ter- 
ror atrocities were carried out by 
bodies linked to or directly under 
the control of PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat," OC Military Intelli- 
gence Aluf Ehud Barak said 
yesterday. 

Speaking to military correspon- 
dents in Tel Aviv, he said that Arafat 
is “playing a double game" in laun- 
ching operations like the Lamaca 
murder, the hijacking of the Italian 
vessel and the murders in Barcelona. 
“He wants to keep his credit good 
with the radical terrorist organiza- 
tions but at the same time he strives 
to maintain- his moderate image in 
the West," Barak said. 

Without citing specific intelli- 
gence sources or information at his 
disposal. Barak said: “We-have irre- 
futable proof of Arafat's involve- 
ment. In some cases he knew of the 
pending acts in advance; in other 
cases be was kept informed. None of 
the last major incidents, including 
those inside Israel and the territor- 
ies, could have been carried out 
without Arafat being informed." 

Barak noted that there had been 
660 terrorist attacks and attempts in 
Israel and the territories over the 
past 15 months. This compared with 
383 for the whole of 1984. He attri- 
buted this, and the rise in the num- 
ber of -casualties, directly to the 
presence of PLO headquarters in 
Jordan, which provided training for 
individuals, easier access and more 
efficient control of operatives. . 

He said that the man behind these 
attacks was Abu Jihad, Arafat's 
closest deputy. 

He went on to say that the last 


three major terrorist incidents - Lar- 
naca. the Italian ship hijacking and 
the latest murders in Barcelona - 
were “carried out either by Arafat or 
functionaries close to him." 

Barak said that the hijacking of 
the Italian liner was carried out by 
the Palestine Liberation Front 
beaded by Abu al-Abos. a member 
of the PLO central committee, and a 
man known to be extremely close to 
Arafat. Barak said that he had good 
reason to believe that the man call- 
ing himself Abu Khaled. sent to 
Egypt by the PLO to negotiate with 
the hijackers, ‘’was Abu al-Abas 
himself, and that the Egyptians 
know this. 

“The whole thing was a big sbow 
with the PLO negotiating with it- 
self," he said, reiterating that the 
hijacking, like other actions, was 
typical of Arafat’s latest tactic of 
committing acts of terror without 
having to pay the political price for 
them. 

About the Barcelona murders as 
well, he said, there was a reasonable 
basis for believing that the murders 
were planned by one of Arafat's 
closest aides and it is impossible that 
Arafat did not know about this ac- 
tion in advance. 

Barak said that the goal, it seems, 
of the PLF in hijacking the Italian 
boat was to grab Israeli hostages on 
board, bring the ship to either an 
Israeli port or anchor off the Israeli 
coast, and demand the release of 
.terrorists in Israeli jails. While he did 
not know what specifically went 
wrong, it was dear to him, he said, 
that something had gone amiss dur- 
ing the action, resulting in failure of 
the mission. 

Israel, he said, had received 
genera] warnings in the past about

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Weizsaecker promises 
restraint on arms sales

West Germany will show restraint 
in its arms sales to Arab countries; 
President Richard von Weizsaecker 
promised yesterday. 

Speaking to journalists at his Jeru- 
salem hotel, be said that all German 
governments have shown restraint in 
arms deliveries to the Middle. East 
and that this would remain German 
policy in the future. 

Von Weizsaecker also demanded 
closer international cooperation in 
the fight against terrorism mid con- 
demned the murder of the Jewish 
passenger on the hijacked Italian 
ship Achille Lauro. 

He called for the encouragement 
of peace initiatives in the Middle 
East and warned that the readiness 
of Israel’s neighbours for peace 
Blight dwindle unless everything is 
done to foster Che current initiatives. 

Von Weizsaecker announced. that 
he had invited President Herzog to 
visit Germany. The invitation is to 
be repeated through official chan- 
nels soon. He expressed his hope 
that Herzog would come to Ger- 
many during his (von Weizsaecker’s) 
tenure - which runs four more years. 

The German president announced 
plans to open a branch of the Goethe 
Institute in Jerusalem, in addition to 
the branch of the cultural institute 
already operating in Tel Aviv. 

Commenting on demonstrations 
during his visits, Von Weizsaecker 
said that as far as he could see, they 
had two messages: “Welcome,’' and 
“Do not forget.” 

“I agree with both,” he com- 
mented. 

On Wednesday, the mufti of Jeru- 
salem, Saad ad-Din Alarm, told the 
German president at a meeting on 
the Temple Mount that Israel must 
return the Arab holy sites, so that 
their security will be ensured. 

One propagandist sentence in the 
mufti's address, the text of which 
reached journalists, reads: “Some 
Jewish sects did not content them- 


selves with burning the al-Aksa mos- 
que in 1969 but have been trying 
since 1967 to enter the yards of 
aJ-AJesa mosque and pray there.” 

The allegation that Jews set fire to 
the mosque - a deed committed by 
an Australian Christian - caused 
angry reactions by Israelis who saw 
the text of the mufti's address. 

Von Weizsaecker himself reacted 
cautiously, replying that there were 
good and bad peopiein any religion 
and that the three monotheistic reli- 
gions share the belief in the same 
God. 

The German president was flown 
by helicopter yesterday to Sde Bok- 
er, where he laid a wreath cm the 
grave of Ben-Gurion. 


Abraham Rabinovich adds: 

In a meeting at the Van Leer 
Institute in Jerusalem, von Weiz- 
saecker tried to assure sceptical 
Israeli youths that young Germans 
have not disassociated themselves 
from the crimes of their fathers. 

Speaking to a select audience of 
Israelis in their upper . teens and 
twenties, von Weizsaecker said “On 
the whole you can rely on young 
Germans' knowing what their re- 
sponsibility is and doing their best to 
meet that responsibility.” He called 
on Israeli youths to seek out meet- 
ings with their German counter- 
parts. 

One of the Israeli participants 
said: “Your voice calling for respon- 
sibility is a voice in the wilderness. 
What is being taught the young Ger- 
man generation?” 

Ya’acov Friedler adds from Haifa: 

Von Weizsaecker yesterday 
joined Mayor Arye Gurel in conde- 
mning the murder of two Haifa sea- 
men by PLO terrorists in Barcelona, 
at an official reception for him in the 
Town Hall. 

He stressed the importance of 
continued contacts between the 
young people of Israel and Germany 
as “an invaluable asset that must be 
retained for the future."

TEL AVIV. - Tel Aviv Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat called on the Liberal 
Loyalists group to break away from 
the Likud and set up a new centrist 
party.

Moves by the group to break away 
from the Likud have gained an im- 
petus in recent weeks after a tempor- 
ary peace was achieved between the 
warring factions of Yitzhak Moda'i 
and Avraham Sharrr in the Liberal 
Party. That cease-fire, according to 
the Loyalist group, increases the 
likelihood that the merger will now 
become a reality after all.

The group also includes Jewish 
Agency Chairman Arye Duizin, for- 
mer minister Yitzhak Berman and 
Rehovot- Mayor Yehezkel Har- 
melech. 

In the more immediate future the 
group wants a new elected party 
convention to be held by June 30 of 
1986 as a last ditch effort to prevent 
tbe merger wiih Herat. 

Lahat is understood to be pushing 
for the setting up of the new party in 
a month or two. He and Berman are 
repotted the most extreme in the 
Loyalist group. They say the new 
party must get organized soon since 
early elections may well be called. 
They want the pcfrty conservative on 
socio-economic issues and moderate 
on defence and foreign affairs.

Car- 
mon .was kidnapped and murdered 
in June 1982 while she was on her 
way to visit the parents of her boy- 
friend, who was serving in Lebanon. 

Undercover policeman Nabi'a 
.FJashem told bow he was planted in a 
fseU together with. Mohammed Sabi- 
jii last May. He^saidthat his cellmate 


told him how he and the three other 
suspects grabbed Cannon, forced 
her into Atef Sabibi's car, and drove 
her to a wooded spot on the Carmel. 

Mohammed Sabihi went on to say, 
Nabi'a recounted, that he stayed in 
the car while the three others drag- 
ged her away, re fuming two bonrt 
later with her clothes. He claimed 
that he did not have sexual relations 
with the victim. 


Nabi'a said. that his cellmate repe- 
ated this story several times. Hiis' 
testimony was admitted over the 
objections of Sabihi's attorney.

Freed terrorists want higher education

Woman on hijacked ship 

hid in cabin for 52 hours

PORT SAID (Reuter). - A crippled 
Austrian woman yesterday de- 
scribed how she hid in a cabin when 
she realized the Italian cruise liner 
Achille Lauro was being hijacked, 
and survived the 52-hour ordeal on 

two apples. . 

“I hid in a cabin, in the toilet, 
under the bed, wherever I found 
space to hide.** Anna Hocrangner, 
53, from Salzburg, told reporters. 

“I was the only one in the corri- 
dor. When people came with guns 
thev started shooting. They threw 
me 'down and I headed for the next 
cabin while the hijackers searched 
for the others. 

‘T found two apples and every 
day I ate half an apple and drank 
whatever water was available.”

Dazed, tired and confused. 552 
Achille Lauro passengers who had 
left the ship before it was hijacked 
arrived at the Tel Aviv Hilton hotel 
yesterday. Thev had disembarked 
from the ship on Monday and spent

their belongings were on board. v 
Coining from the U.S., Germany, < 
Austria. Italy and England, they 
were all relieved to be nearing the

"After I fell, I saw the hijackers 
were going to other places. But 
luckily enough, just the very next 
cabin happened to be open. If it had 
been any other cabin, I would not 
have reached it.” she said. 

“While they were looking for 
others. I had only one thought, to get 
away. It was awful. I really could not 
describe it. I had fear all the rime.’’ 

A reporter asked how she realized 
it was over. 

“I r ealis ed because at 2 p.m. 
(Wednesday) everything was very 
silent and I thought that if everything 
stays silent till 4 p.m. then it must be 
over. But -I didn't go out at four 
because I didn't dare. Besides, the 
cabin was locked from the outside.'' 

She did not say who might have 
locked the cabin. 

Hoerangner said she was disco- 
vered yesterday morning. "Some- 
one came to clean up the room. He 
saw me and wanted to leave the 
cabin. But I called him and asked 
him if everything was' over and he 
confirmed it." 

Hoerangner was to' leave Port Said 
last night on her way back to Au- 
stria. 


“It's Thursday. October 10!" ex- 
claimed an American passenger with 
amazement, pointing to a hotel 
notice board. "We haven’t changed 
or bathed property for four days.

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Hamoi gets lOyears 
for killing Nablus girl 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Yosef Hamoi 
of the West Bank settlement of Eilon 
Moreh was sentenced yesterday to 
10 years in prison by the district 
court here for killing a Nablus girl, 
Aisha al-Bahsh, in December 1983. 

He was convicted earlier this 
month of manslaughter in the case, 
with the judges noting that he had 
narrowly missed being convicted of 
murder. Hamoi was also convicted 
of causing grievous bodily harm to 
the girl's sister when he fired into the 
al-Bahsh family bakery. 

Ephraim Segal, also of Eilon 
Moreh. was convicted of trying to 
suborn witnesses and of destroying 
evidence, and sentenced to seven 
months in prison and a five-month 
suspended sentence. Pinhas Mahra- 
bi. then a guard for the Dan bus 
cooperative, was also convicted of 
destroying evidence and given a five- 
month sentence. 

The time that Segal and-Mahrabi 
spent in detention during the trial 
was deducted from their sentences, 
which means that they will now be 
released. 

In December 19S3 Segal and Har- 
noi were driving thro ug h Nablus, 
with their children in the car when 
their car was stoned. They got out 
and chased several children they 
suspected of throwing the rocks. 


Segal fired several shots into the 
air during the chase, and Hamoi 
fired into the bakery, killin g the 
11-year-old girl and wounding her 
sister. 

The judges noted in their verdict 
that Hamoi bad never explained 
why he fired into the bakery, even 
though nothing bad been done to 
provoke him from that source. And 
even if there had been, the judges 
continued, that would not have justi- 
fied the shooting. 

After the incident. Segal switched 
the barrel of his Uzi with that of his 
employer at Eilon Moreh in order to 
confuse the investigation. Mahrabi 
switched the barrel of his Uzi with 
that of Hamoi. 

The three-man bench was divided 
on Harooi's sentence, with Judges 
Uri Strosman and Haim Adar voting 
for a ten-year sentence, and Judge 
Tzvi Hacoben recommending a. 
seven-year term. 

Strosman and Hacohen attacked 
the press coverage of the trial, and 
especially an article written by 
Amnon Rubinstein (today com- 
munications minister) in Ha'aretz in 
September 1984. They said that 
these articles were intended to cre- 
ate a “lynch” atmosphere and to 
sway the judges' decision.

The post is being vacated by 
Yehuda Dominitz, the long-time 
professional in the aliya department. 
Aliya Department Chairman Haim 
Aharon of Herut has not yet 
announced which, if any, of the 
candidates he supports. The un- 
usually large number of applicants 
possibly reflects the difficult employ- 
ment situation in the country. 

Among candidates are Moshe 
Amirav of the Road Safety Adminis- 
tration, Ze’ev Mahnai of the Agen- 
cy, and Sara Frankel of Kol Yisrael 
radio. 

According to one report, the most 
likely person to get the job is Amos 


Unger, outgoing director of the 
Company for the Restoration of the 
Jewish Quarter in Jerusalem. The 
company is being disbanded because 
its job is finished. 

Meanwhile, the post of director- 
general of the Jewish Agency has 
been promised to Shlomo Gazit. 
president of the Ben-Guxion Uni- 
versity of the Negev, who must still 
be officially approved by the board 
of governors. 

The Agency Executive this week 
approved new rules aimed at reg- 
ulating visits abroad by Executive 
members. 

Under the new regulations, a 
member of the Executive may not 
spend more than 70 days abroad a 
year, and not more than three weeks 
at one time. A two-week maximum 
per year was set for countries in 
Europe. Executive members may 
visit the U.S.. England or France 
only twice a year each, and Latin 
America only once in two years. 


Cotton growers fear Brazil competition

TEL AVIV. - Israeli cotton growers 
are worried about possible competi- 
tion from Brazil, which has a 15-man 
mission here now to study Israeli 
agriculture. 

Yosef Dloomy, general manager 
of the Cotton Production and 
Marketing Board, told The Jeru- 
salem Post that growers here oppose 
selling Israeli agricultural know-how 
to competitors or to those who could 
became competitors. 

He pointed out that in the past 
South Africa was a big buyer of 
Israeli cotton. Today, though, it no 
longer bays cotton from Israd be- 
cause Israeli experts showed South 
Africans how to grow cotton. 

Today there is a glut of cotton in 


world markets and Dloomy fears 
that Israeli farmers will not be able 
to sell all their yield or will have to do 
so at a loss. He estimates that this 
year’s crop will be sold at a loss of 
about S40 million to the cotton grow- 
ers.

Black political clashes 
kill three in S* Africa

JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Three 
blacks, including a 3-week-old baby, 
died in new hostilities that flared in 
more than a dozen areas, police said 
yesterday. All of tbe deaths 
appeared to have beer, caused by 
blacks. 

The worst of the unrest broke out 
in Umlnzi, a black township outside 
Durban, some 420 kilometres south- 
east of Johannesburg. 

Umlazi has been tom for months 
by battles between black organiza- 
tions at odds over how to confront 
the apartheid system . 

The latest attacks in the township, 
which police said took place late 
Wednesday and early yesterday, in- 
volved a gang of arsonists that . 
heaved gasoline bombs into at least 
two homes, police said. 

They said a black woman died in 
one incident, and the 3-week-old 


baby was killed and two women 
wounded in the attack on the second 
home. 

“It is supposed that the residents 
of the'house were supporters of the 
UDF," said a spokesman for nation- 
al police headquarters in Pretoria. 

Tiie UDF is the United Democra- 
tic Front, the largest multiracial 
organization opposed to white- 
minority rule. The Umlazi battles 
have pitted UDF supporters against 
loyalists of Inkatha. the organization 
that claims to speak for South Afri- 
ca’s largest tribal group, the 6 
million Zulus. 

The UDF labels Inkatha leader 
Gatsha Buthelezi. the hereditary 
chief of the Zulus, as a collaborator 
wiih the white government because 
he accepts government funds to 
administer his tribal homeland of 
Kwazulu. 


After new rampage by soccer fans 

British minister pledges law 
to curb rising wave of rioting 


BLACKPOOL, England (Reuter). 
- The British government yesterday 
announced plans to introduce a new 
law to combat a wave of street vio- 
lence after rioting spread to tiie 
Midlands city of Leicester. 

Home Secretary' Douglas Hurd 
told the nnnual conference of the 
ruling Conservative Party he would 
ask Parliament to include a new 
offence of “disorderly conduct” in a 
public order law due to be passed 
shortly. 

He said the new measure would 
enable police to prevent hooligans 
from gathering in run-down housing 
estates - the scene of most of the 
inner-city violence which claimed 
the life of a policeman in London on 
Sunday. 

Hurd and other speakers, addres- 
sing a debate on public order on the 
third day of the party' conference, 
dismissed claims by the opposition 
that the new outbreak of urban vio- 
lence was a consequence of depriva- 
tion end unemployment which has 
almost tripled since the Conserva- 
tives cane to power in 1979. 


“In former times a man might be 
forgiven for stealing to feed his starv- 
ing family.” Hurd said. 

“But it is not poverty which leads 
people to bum down post offices, to 
loot television sets and video recor- 
der-. and to make vicious attacks on 
the police," he said. 

“The roots of these acts lie in 
greed and the excitement of vio- 
lence," he added. 

Most of the new wave of rioting, 
which began last month in the major 
industrial city of Birmingham, has 
involved black youths but the vio- 
lence Wednesday night in Leicester 
was apparently sparked by rivalry 
between football fans. 

Police said angry fans set fire to 
cars and looted shops after Leicester 
City played neighbouring Derby 
County. 

Announcing the new measure to 
make disorderly conduct an offence, 
Hurd said the police did not have 
adequate powers to control what he 
called hooligan behaviour. He 
promised to give the police all the 
equipment they required. 


Princeton cold to Star Wars 


PRINCETON, New Jersey (Reu- 
ter). - Scientists at Princeton Uni- 
versity announced yesterday that 75 
per cent of the university’s physics 
faculty and 60 per cent of’ the 
mathematics faculty have signed a 
petition pledging that they will cot 
solicit or accept Strategic Defence 
Initiative (SDI) research funds. ' ; 

The scientists said they bciieve 
that SDI, commonly known as Star 
Wars, is “unworkable and danger- 
ous” ana that they hope to generate 
the impression that the scientific 
community does not support the 
programme. 

President Reagan’s SDI research 
programme is aimed at developing 
an anti-missile defence system. 

“The SDI programme makes no 


sense from any point of view,’' said 
Princeton physics professor Phillip 
Anderson, a 1977 Nobel laureate. 
“The overall scheme is just hare- 
brained nonsense." 

Forty-two of 56 faculty and senior 
researchers in the physics depart- 
ment and 25 of 42 mathematics facul- 
ty members have already signed the 
pledge. Both departments are re- 
garded as among the best in the 
world. 

Scientists involved in organizing 
the petition said that researchers 
who refuse may suffer personal loss. 

“That’s where the money is these 
days - in the military. And a huge 
chunk of it Is in SDI,’' said assistant 
professor of physics Peter Meyers. 
“Other research money is getting 
tight.” 


YulBrynner dies at 65 


NEW YORK (AP). - Yul Brynner, 
whose more than three dozen 
movies were dwarfed by a record 
4.625 stage performances as the 
bald, autocratic monarch of Siam in 
The King and /. died yesterday at the 
age of 65, his spokesman said. 

His wife, Kathy Lee, and his four 
children from three previous mar- 
riages were with him when he died at 
1 a.m. at the New York Hospital- 
Comell Medical Centre, said his 
agent. Josh Ellis. 

“He died of multiple complica- 
tions that came as a result of wbat 
was originally cancer," Ellis said. 
Brynner was a heavy smoker. 

Although Brynner made more 
than three dozen movies, in eluding 
The Ten Commandments, The Mag- 
nificent Seven and Anastasia, he was 
best known for his stage and screen 
portrayals of the king in the Rodgexs 
and Hammers tein musical classic. 

The role brought him a Tony 
award in 1952, an Oscar award in 
1957, and a special Tony last June. 
He played his final performance as 
the king on June 30 at the Broadway 
Theatre at the end of a tour lasting 
almost four and a half years. 

Brynner was bom Taidje Khan on 
Sakhalin Island, north 6f Japan, 
which is now a part of the Soviet 


Union. His office gives the date as 
July 11, 1920. although Current 
Biography lists the year as 1917 and 
Who's Who In The Theatre as 1915. 

His background was as exotic as 
bis looks. His father was a Mongo- 
lian mining engineer who was bom 
in Switzerland and later changed the 
family name to Brynner. His mother 
was a gypsy who died at his birth. 
Brynner’s early childhood was spent 
in Peking but he went to Paris to live 
with his grandmother and study. 

In Europe, Brynner began per- 
forming in nightclubs and circuses 
and later worked as an acrobat until 
a fall at 17 forced him to give up the 
trapeze. 

He studied philosophy at the Sor- 
bonne and acting with Russian direc- 
tor Michael Chekhov and came to 
the U.S. in 1941 with Chekhov’* 
acting troupe. 

He made his Broadway debut in 
1946 as an oriental prince in the 
musical Lute Song. 

The King and / opened on Broad- 
way on March 29, 1951, and became 
one of Rodgers and Hammerstein’s 
biggest hits. Brynner later starred 
with Deborah Kerr in the movie 
version, released in 1956.

Elie Wiesel a front-runner for peace prize today 


OSLO (Reuter). - The 1985 Nobel 
Peace Prize winner will be 
announced today with a record of 99 
nominees including President 
Reagan, the pope, the New Zealand 
Prime Minis ter David Lange and 
author Elie Wiesel. 

No clear favourite has emerged 
for this year’s award but front run- 
ners are expected to include Wiesel, 


who has been nominated several 
times before, and Lange, for his 
resistance to nuclear weapons. 

The Norwegian nobel committee, 
which awards the prize, keeps its 
deliberations secret, but tbe candi- 
dates’ names are often leaked to the 
media ahead of the ann ouncement. 
Former Italian president Sandro 
Pertini is another possible winner. 


Soviet helicopter buzzes embassies in Kabul 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP). - 
The U.S., British, French, West 
German and Japanese Embassies in 
the Afghan capital of Kabul were 
recently buzzed by Soviet helicop- 
ters, officials said yesterday. 

The incident provoked a strong 
protest by the five nations and an 
appeal to ensure the safety of diplo- 
mats, the officials added. 

The western diplomats, speaking 
on condition they not be identified 
further, said that two Soviet MI-8 
helicopters buzzed the five embas- 
sies in Kabul on October 3. The two 
helicopters swooped low over the 


five embassies located in various 
parts of the city, the officials said. 

Meanwhile, it was reported in the 
U.S. that Congress has secretly 
approved an additional 5200 milli on 
in covert military aid to anti-Soviet 
rebels fighting the Moscow-backed 
regime in Afghanistan. s 

The Wall Street Journal reported 
this week, quoting unnamed intelli- 
gence sources, that the House of 
Representatives and Senate defence 
and intelligence committees 
approved the transfer of the money 
last month from secret Central In- 
telligence Agency accounts 
appropriated for the 1985 fiscal year. 


India bans severing oflive frogs’ legs 


NEW DELHI (AP). - The Indian 
government has banned the severing 
of legs of live frogs for export, fol- 
lowing widespread protests by en- 
vironmentalists and wildlife experts. 

Licences for exporting frogs' legs 
now will be issued only to those who 
kill the amphibians by painless elec- 
trical shocks, the United News of 
India reported yesterday. 

Frogs’ legs, a delicacy in some 
countries, are a major source of 


foreign exchange for India. 

Environmentalists and wildlife 
lovers have protested against the 
painful - but foster - method of 
cutting off legs oflive frogs. 

Authorities are planning to ban 
completely exports of frogs' legs by 
1988, UNI reported. Officials re- 
duced the export to 430 tons last 
year, below the 667 tons permitted 
by file government. 


Sri Lanka legislates army service for all 


COLOMBO (Reuter). - Sri Lanka 
passed laws yesterday providing for 
compulsory militaiy service for the 
first time to fight Tamil separatist 
guerrillas. 


Initial enlistment would be for one 
year including training and then for 
21 days each year for 10 years unless 
mobilization was extended under a 
state of emergency.

Von Weizsaecker’s visit to Israel is smooth s ailing 


Barring any unforeseen problems 
towards the end of his schedule, one 
is justified in concluding that (he 
president of Wes; Germany. 
Richard von Wcizsaeckcr. wiil hare 
scored n personal and political suc- 
cess as he leaves Israel this after- 
noon. 

During his visit, von Weizsaecker 
displayed all the virtues rb.il could be 
expected of him: friend>hip towards 
Israel, a true understanding of the 
host country and its problems, the 
courage to say clear words favour- 
able to Israeli interests, and a warm 
human approach in spite of his intro- 
verted character. 

His Israeli hosts, in turn, heaped 
praise upon him in measures which 
have been rareiv heard in this coun- 
try. 

There was concern prior to hi? 
arrival that Lhc issue of West Ger- 
man arms sales to Saudi Arabia 
would mar the visit. Bothairect arms 
sales by Germany as well as indirect 
deliveries via co-production agree- 
ments with other European coun- 
tries arc viewed by Israel as a threat. 
The arms question did cause some 


tension, to be sure, but nothing 
comparable to the confrontation 
which faced German Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl on the same issue dur- 
ing his visit here in early 19S4. 

Israelis and Germans involved in 
the visit explained the relative Israeli 
restraint on the weapons issue to- 
wards von Weizsaecker by reference 
to a simple rule: Don't force your 
friends to fail. A torrent of Israeli 
protests would have harmed the 
president, whom his fellow Germans 
expected to display competence, 
keep up Ills high moral standards, 
and live up to his reputation as a man 
of reconciliation. Putting von Weiz- 
ssccker in a tight spot on this issue 
would have harmed Israeli interests 
in Germany coo, with irritated Ger- 
mans asking why Israel put obstacles 
before their president. 

The political gains for Israel from 
the visit are much less clear. German 
observers pointed out that for an 
isolated state like Israel, a visit by a 
politician as prominent as the West 
German president is itself a success. 

But Israel obviously faces too 
many ether problems to measure the 


visit’s value in symbolic terms only. 

Von Weizsaecker in fact addres- 
sed himself to Israel's problems in 
the areas of security, the fight 
against terrorism and cautiously - 
since the topic is politically con- 
troversial in Germany - arms sales to 
the Arabs. 

In his speech at Beit Hanassi on 
Tuesday, he said that the Palesti- 
nians’ right to self-determination 
must not be realized at the expense 
of other nations, and must be a part 
of a peaceful solution rather than an 
obstacle to peace. These were wel- 
come words, considering that other 
German politicians speak of Palesti- 
nian rights without stating as dearly 
os von Weizsaecker did what Israel's 
rights are. 

Regarding the condemnations of 
Israel for its fight against terrorism, 
von Weizsaecker took a swipe at his 
fellow Europeans and fellow Ger- 
mans,' stating that it is not helpful to 
sit for away and condemn. 

On arms exports, von Weizsaeck- 
er said that German governments 
hare displayed more restraint than 
others in arms sales to the Middle 


East and he also stressed that this 
will continue to be Germany’s policy 
in tbe future. 

On a more basic level, the presi- 
dent said that Europeans tend to 
judge Israel by the realities of their 
own lives, rather than by tbe realities 
facing Israel. “We know that the 
daiiy question of existence is put to 
you more sharply than to us," he 
stated. 

It is far from clear to what degree 
von Weizsaecker will be able to feed 
his ideas into German policy- 
making. “I do not deal with execu- 
tive politics: my task has, to do with 
public consciousness in my coun- 
try,” von Weizsaecker told journal- 
ists. 

There are German politicians who 
have professed a special German 
responsibility towards Israel, while, 
on the practical level, neglecting it. 
Von Weizsaecker is above suspi- 
cions of such double-talk. His wish 
to support Israel is genuine. But the 
true test will be to what extent a 
public consciousness shaped, in the 
best of circumstances, by his atti- 
tudes. will influence real-politik cal- 
culations in Bonn. 


West German 
neo-Nazi . 
arrested as spy 

BONN (AP). - A member of the 
neo-Nazi National Democratic Party 
has been arrested on suspicion of 
spying for East Germany, officials 
said yesterday. 

The announcement marks the 
10th espionage .case made public 
since a secretary to Boon’s econo- 
mics minister fled to East Germany 
m early August. 

Chief federal prosecutor Kurt 
Rebmann said the 34-year-old man, 
whose name was not disclosed, was 
arrested on Monday and that a for- 
mal spy probe had begun. 

Rebmann said the man on eight 
occasions travelled to Soviet-bloc 
countries to provide East German 
agents with information about West 
Germany’s extreme right-wing 
movements. 

Rebmann said the suspect had 
received DM500 ($200) for each 
trip, and that officials had furnished 
him with a special case with a secret 
compartment for carrying his in- 
formation. 


Five African states 
still suffer from famine 

NAIROBI (Reuter). - A year after 
Africa’s food crisis was brought by 
television into the living rooms of the 
affluent,- the situation is easing^ but 
five countries are still on tbe critical 
list, the UN said yesterday. 

Drought, the main cause of a 
catastrophe that left 150 million of 
Africa's half billion people short of 
food, has eased because rain has 
fallen. But 21 of the continent's 50 
independent states still need food 
hand-outs, according to the UN. 

The Food and Agriculture Orga- 
nization (FAO) in its latest review of 
African food needs says that 
Ethiopia, Angola, Sudan , Mozambi- 
que and Botswana still need 
emergency food just to keep people 
alive. 

In addition, congestion at ports 
and transport problems are making 
it difficult to get food to tbe needy. 
Emergency air drops and tbe airlift 
of transport equipment is vital to 
minimize the loss of life in weeks 
ahead, the FAO says. 


Gaddafi in Moscow 

MOSCOW (AP). - Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi arrived in Mos- 
cow yesterday and was greeted by a 
top level delegation of Soviet offi- 
cials, including President Andrei 
Gromyko. 

The official news agency Tass said 
he is on an “official friendly” visit at 
the invitation of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party Central Committee 
and the national parliament's pres- 
idium. Tass did hot say how long 
Gaddafi would be in Moscow. 

Gadaffi was last in Moscow in 
1981, when he met with Leonid 
Brezhnev, then the leader of the 
Soviet Union.

Post Defence Correspondents Hirsh Goodman and Avi Hoffmann talk to 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin (right) about terror and diplomacy 
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DEFENCE MINISTER Yitzhak 
Rabin looked drained and drawn 
when he walked into the lobby of 
Jerusalem’s Hilton Hotel on 
Wednesday afternoon. . 

It had been quite a week, he 
conceded. The hijacked Italian ship 
was still being held by terrorists off 
the Egyptian coast, and Cairo had 
still not provided a satisfactory ex- 
planation for the murders of seven 
Israeli holiday-makers at the Ras 
Burka beach in Sinai four days ear- 
lier. In addition, two more Israeli 
victims of terror, killed while on a 
nature walk in the Mount Hebron 
area the week before, had just 
been buried. 

That the security forces had wiped 
out the perpetrators of this and other 
attacks in a gunfight near-Samoa on 
Sunday offered little consolation. It 
was still unclear whether a third 
person found , dead in the fields of 
Kibbutz Sand was yet another victim 
of terror. 

Over chocolate milk and cheese 
cake the minister said that he was 
still convinced that the decision to 
bomb the PLO headquarters in 
Tunisia last week had been a' good 
idea. It was ridiculous, he said, to see 
the Italian cruise-ship incident or 
other major acts of tenor as results 
of the Tunisian raid. 

“You don’t hijack a ship over-, 
night. It requires time to forge pass- 
ports, to plan, to collect prior intelli- 
gence. It's a question of a long time 


of preparation," he said. 

“This act was not responsive, it is 
part of a process that has been evolv- 
ing for a year-and-a-half, ever since 
the PLO made a policy decision to 
step up terror.” 

WHEN IT WAS pointed out that the 
PLO had denied any connection to 
the hijacking, and that it made no 
sense for Arafat to hijack an Italian 
vessel after the Italians had.been the 
most vociferous critics of the Israeli 
Air Force raid on the PLO head- 
quarters in Tunisia, Rabin replied 
that he would not be at all surprised 
“if Arafat was, indeed, connected to 
the hijacking. 

“It is very significant,” he said, 
“that neither the Syrians nor the 
Palestine Liberation Front claimed 
responsibility for the boat hijacking. 
If they had been behind it/' he 
continued, “they would have,” im- 
plying that the PLO was implicated. 

“Anyway,” he added with a smile, 
“as Ted Koppell pointed out to 
Arafat when he interviewed him on 
American television this morning, 
why should we believe him (Arafat) 
now. He always denied any connec- 
tion with Black September, and now 
we know this to be absolutely un- 
true,” 

THERE WAS ALSO little logic in 
Arafat using a British subject to 
murder three Israelis in Larnaca a 
few days after the PLO bad been 


officially invited to visit England, 
“but there is absolutely no doubt 
whatsoever, none at all, that the 
PLO was responsible for the Larna- 
ca murders.” 

“Logic is not a dominant factor in 
the Middle East,” he said. If people 
bad listened to his logic, “there 
would have been peace 37 years 
ago.” 

“In a terrorist organization, where 
all means are legitimate and there is 
dissent from within, situations can 
get out of hand. There are occasions 
when you lose control of even those 
close to you, or supposedly under 
your c omm and. 

“Whoever initiates terror has to 
live with the side effects,” he said, 
pointing out that it was easier to start 
than to stop. 

THE START came 18 months ago, 
he said, when Arafat’s wing of the 
PLO decided to escalate terror 
against Israelis. “Their first attempts 
were from the sea, and those foiled. ” 

Then they attempted to land in 
Lebanon and infiltrate across the 
border to commit acts of mass mur- 
der. These failed, too. So they 
moved to Larnaca, he said. 

“They spent 11 months planning 
and training a murder squad in 
Algeria to land in Tel Aviv and kill as 
many people as possible” - an 
attempt that was thwarted when the 
Israel Navy sank the Atavinxs earlier 
this year. Eight of the terrorists were 


captured and 20 killed in the action. 

Rabin again, as he has done often 
in recent weeks, pointed an accusing 
finger at Jordan ro et vis terror" 
While the king condemned terror 
from the podium of the UN General 
Assembly, he said, he justified acts 
of “national liberation" against the 
occupiers of conquered territory. 

“Hussein does as much as he can 
to stop over-the-border terror. To 
the best of his capabilities, he pre- 
vents shelling, rockets and infiltra- 
tion across his own border, but at the 
same time he allows the PLO in 
Amman to recruit, fund and encour- 
age terrorists to act against Israelis in 
the West Bank and Gaza.” he said. 

WHAT EFFECT did the air strike 
against the PLO in Tunisia have on 
the developing diplomatic process? 
According to Rabin, it had no nega- 
tive impact at all. There had been 
absolutely' no reaction from Jordan, 
he said - “not for good nor for ill.” 

He was dubious, however, about 
the phrase “developing diplomatic 
process.” When pressed on whether 
he considered that Hussein's state- 
ments in the United States repre- 
sented real movement towards 
peace or whether this was a tactic in 
his campaign to win congressional 
approval for American arms sales to 
Jordan. Rabin replied that be did not 
want to “pass judgment on Hus- 
sein.” 

It is not the words that are of 


interest to me.” he said, “but the 
deeds. In my opinion. Jordan has not 
decided to engage in a diplomatic 
process that will lead to direct nego- 
tiations. 

“In fact.” he continued “the king 
has done the opposite. He has im- 
posed conditions that make progress 
impossible.” 

These conditions, according to the 
minister, include a demand that Ara- 
fat be part}' to any talks, and that the 
Soviet Union act as co-chairman of 
any conference. “Hussein did not 
say. ‘Let's get together and talk.* 

“We are prepared to talk at any 
time and in any place. We said we 
were prepared to talk to a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian list, but not 
with the PLO,” said Rabin. 

“U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
(Richard) Murphy came to this re- 
gion and said that be was prepared to 
meet with four out of the seven 
Palestinians on the list. He (Mur- 
phy) wanted just one thing - that the 
talks lead to a preparatory working 
group that would discuss the modali- 
ties for future negotiations. 

“Murphy was not talking about 
negotiations, but rather a working 
group to explore the possibilities. 
Hussein answered with a flat ‘no.’ 
thus blocking Murphy's mission.” 

MEANWHILE, he said, Hussein 
and the other Arab states were due 
to receive billions of dollars in new 
and sophisticated arms. 


“I am absolutely opposed to these 
sales as a matter of principle,” he 
said. “I am speaking from the point 
of view of Israel. And from our point 
of new, I am against Arab countries 
that are not at peace with Israel 
becoming stronger." 

The only country in the Middle 
East to have cut its defence spending 
in recent years, he said, was Israel. 

“Our Arab neighbours have in- 
creased their spending on weapons. 
In the past sue weeks alone, Britain 
has sold Saudi Arabia and Jordan 
around $4 billion in arms, and the 
Americans are proposing between 
Sl.S and SI. 9 billion more arms for 
Jordan-a total of between S5.5 to $6 
billion in just six weeks.” 

It was true, he continued, that 
Israel was not at present faced with a 
united Arab front because of the 
Iraq-Iran war and peace between 
Israel and Egypt. But political 
changes in the region could rapidly 
change this balance. 

Rabin was particularly harsh in his 
criticism of the United States role in 
“escalating” the arms race. 

Could he not sympathize with 
America’s policy of arming moder- 
ate, pro-Western Arab regimes? 
“We cannot influence the Soviet 
Union, but we can expect the Amer- 
icans to be consistent with their 
declared policy of maintaining the 
balance of power in this region,” he 
replied. 

• “There are even those in the admi- 


nistration who counsel that Israel 
should maintain an edge, rather than 
allowing the arms race to be acceler- 
ated by the U.S..” he said. 

RABIN REJECTED U.S. argu- 
ments that Jordan is faced with a 
multiple threat. Conceding that he 
was looking at the situation from 
Israel's point of view, he said that 
“the only potential threat to Jordan 
is Syria - and then only if Jordan 
enters the peace process.' 

“The big difference between the 
proposed package to Jordan and 
those that were supplied to Egypt,” 
he said, “was that at the rime Presi- 
dent Sadat was actively involved in a 
process of reconciliation. First there 
were disengagement agreements 
and then the Camp David accords. 
This is not at all the case with Jor- 
dan.” he said emphatically. 

Given the type of weapons flowing 
into the region, Rabin said he would 
not be able to cope with the develop- 
ing threat given the present defence 
budget: “With the injection of war 
planes like Tornados for Saudi Ara- 
bia and F-16s or F-20s for Jordan, X 
will have to ask for more money and 
also for more aid from the Amer- 
icans,” he said. 

Did he believe the Americans 
would be sympathetic to such a re- 
quest? He replied candidly that he 
bad no idea. 

“All I know,” he said, “is that the 
request will have to be made.” 


MADELEINE FEHER doesn’t 
particularly likejjeh people,, hut she 
reluctantly admits that she is one. “It 
isn’t fair that Only- some people 
should be wealthy, *says the Belgian 
director of a pharmaceutical re- 
search company. 

A widow for the last decade, the 
63-year-old Mrs. Feher is a gracious 
hostess, turning her large Brussels 
duplex into a kind of “intellectual 
salon’* like those fashionable in 
France before World War II. Most 
of her guests are non-Jewish. as Mrs. 
Feher prefers to explain Israel and 
Zionism to sceptical and sometimes 
hostile audiences. 

She was in Israel recently for the 
dedication of the Andre Feher Chair 
for the Prevention of Cardiovascular 
Diseases at the Ben-Gurion Uni- 
versity of the Negev, naiped in mem- 
ory of her husband, who founded 
Continental Pharma with her father, 
Eugene Hecht, after they survived 
the Holocaust. 

An attractive, outspoken woman, 
she conducted the interview 
with The Jerusalem Post while trying 
to catch a tan in a bikini at poolside 
at Jerusalem’s King David Hotel. 

Feher escaped the Holocaust by 
the skin of her teeth with her parents 
and brother, as' her then-fiance 
Andre did on his own. Her recollec- 
tion of their fearful wanderings 
through Europe, with fake visas and 
purchased passports, sounds strange 
coming from the lips of one with such 
self-assurance, a cosmopolitan

woman of the world. 

She was born in Bratislava, the 
capital of Slovakia, to an assimi- 
lated, well-established Jewish fami- 
ly. “Being Jewish is a state of mind,” 
she declares. 

Feher continues that “we believed 
that if people don’t like us, it’s their 
problem. But no one can take from 
us our human dignity.” 

SHE STUDIED in German schools, 
and suddenly, m 1938, “my class- 
mates and teachers turned Nazi 
overnight and decided that I and 
other Jews smelled.” Lucidly they 
were able to finish their exams, de- 


spite their expulsion from class, 
when two teachers who were “secret 
socialists” agreed to give them pri- 
vate lessons. ' . 

Her father, who was in the phar- 
maceutical business, was lucky 
enough to obtain French visas for his 
wife and children while on a trip to 
Paris. Her fiance, a young lawyer 
who was then in Hungary, managed 
to get forged papers and the family 
left illegally in September 1939. 

They escaped to the Hungarian 
border and went to France until the 
Germans tpok over, and later to the 
Sp anish border, but the Nazis bad 
sunk all the fishing boats, and there 
was no way to sail away. The Belgian 
consul-general gave them visas for 
the Congo, which helped them 
escape to Spain and then Portugal. 
Finally , the Hecht family got visas to 
Canada, the lucky few among “some 
30 or 40” Jewish refugees to get 
them. 

Meanwhile, Andre Feher left 
Budapest in 1939 and actually 
walked for three years from Hun- 
gary to Russia; taken captive by 
friendly Mongols in 1944, he was 
allowed to proceed to the Rumanian 
border. His mother died in Au- 
schwitz, but his sister was saved by 
the Wallenbergs. The large majority 
of the Hecht and Feher families met 
their deaths in the camps. 

Hearing that Andie was alive, 
Madeleine sailed to Europe after the 
war and took a plane to Hungary. 
Bribing the authorities, with $200, 


she saved him, and they married in 

1947. 

. Madeleine's .father derided , to 
st an.. a pharmaceutical company 
again after the. war and established 
Continental Pharma, a Belgian- 
Canadian firm, in 1946. It became 
the first company to import antibio- 
tics to Europe. , 

“We were the lucky ones. We 
were alone in a hostile world,” says 
Feher about their wanderings during 
the' Nazi era. “People don’t realize 
today; they ask why the Jews didn't 
run away. But there was no money, 
no passports, nothing to sell, be- 
cause everything was taken away. ” . 

THOSE memories made her a Zion- 
ist, she explains. “Since we have had 
an Israel, we have been respected. 
We mean something.” She has vi- 
sited this country countless times 
since her first visit in 1950, when she 
stayed in her favourite King David 
Hotel. 

Her daughter, who lives in Bos- 
ton, where she Is doing a doctorate 
and is married and the mother of a 
child, and her son, an unmarried 
near-genius philosopher who stu- 
died at the Sorbonne, don't share 
her enthusiasm for Israel - at least 
since it was run by Herat and 
Menachem Begin. She, too, has no 
taste for right-wing revisionism and 
ultra-nationalism, but she still tries 
to get her children to visit. They have 
not been here for years and (fid not 
attend the B-GU dedication cere- 


mony. Her father died three years 
ago at the pge of 87, and her mother, 
now 87, lives in. Montreal (and is a 
“devoted” Jerusalem Pop reader), 
as doPs,her brotbef.TKomas'Hecbt, 
who is president of Israel Bonds in 
that city. 

Andre Feher was also supportive 
of Israel, and a dynamic and im- 
aginative man who made Continen- 
tal Pharma the third most important 
research company in Belgium, with 
over 600 employees. 

After he died of cancer, Mrs. 
Feher took over as director. Last 
year, she and her partners sold it to 
the giant American company Mon- 
santo. But she kept for herself a part 
of the firm that deals in the manufac- 
ture of hospital supplies, disposables 
and diagnostic kits. “I manufacture 
special bandages for bums that I 
have sold to Israeli hospitals for 
years,” she says proudly. 

She would in future like to be a 
distributor for sophisticated Israeli 
products in the field. 

She goes to the office every day. 
and is in charge of board meetings, 
but leaves day-to-day management 
decisions to a director. 

Asked why the B-GU chair, occu- 
pied by Prof. Moshe Guenon, is 
concerned with heart disease rather 
than cancer, of which her husband 
died, Mrs. Feher explains that their 
pharmaceutical company dealt with 
cardio-vascular research. Preven- 
tion of such diseases is overlooked 
bur very important, she says, and she 


hopes her donation will bring about 
some important advances. 

. She chose B-GU because of its 
pioneering location in the Negev, its 
sradent body, rts needs and her long- 
time friendship with David Ben- 
Gurion. As prominent Jews in Bel- 
gium, the Fehers held parties in their 
home for top Israeli leaders, and 
Madeleine was particularly fond of 
B-G, Golda and Dayan. She has 
strong connections with the Weiz- 
mann Institute, too, because of its 
devotion to research. 

“Education and immigration are 
the most important things for Israel 


in the future.” 

Feher indulges herself by collect- 
ing modem art, and she has ait 
extensive collection of 20th century 
pieces, as well as archeological finds, 
old carpets and icons. They are all in 
her house. She is also proud of a 
huge Ya’acov Agam work that the 
artist made specially for them. 

She says she feels very much at 
home in Israel, but that she remains 
in Brussels because of her business. 
“I don’t like being a lady of leisure," 
says Madeleine Feher. The tanning 
next to the hotel pool is a rare luxury 
for her.

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THE QUESTION begging in the 
Kirva corridors: Will the Tunis 
bombing do for Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres what the bashing of the 
Baghdad nuclear reactor did for his 
predecessor but one. Menachem Be- 
gin? 

Or will it have an adverse effect? 
Lifeudniks are making happy noises. 
Likud MK Pttsah (Peysi) Grupper - 
the loudest mouth this side of the 
Potomac - rejoiced: “The bombing 
raid means that the rotation is in the 
bag." Saying out loud what his fel- 
low Likud MKs are whispering. 
Peysi is spelling out their hopes that 
the lAFs longVtr. will propel King 
Hussein out of any peace moves, 
leaving Peres’ peace overtures in 
limbo." Their reasoning is that only 
what the Likud calls “Hussein’s 
plot" could create a cabinet crisis 
likely to block the rotation of Vice- 
Premier and Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir back into the PM's 
Office at the end of 1986.

Lately Israeli correspon- 
dents have been fed with snide re- 
marks against Tamir by Likud 
sources in our Washington Embassy 
and at our UN mission! particularly 
concerning his key role in reriving 
faltering talks with Egypt over Taba. 
I caught Tamir getting ready to pack 
;is part of Peres' entourage for his 
coming U.S. visit. While declining to 
comment on his intensive ground 
work for Peres' American mission. 
Tamir spoke strongly of his convic- 
tion that the peace process would 
gain momentum “despite all those 
seeking to force it off the rails at 
home and abroad, for it is stronger 
than them.” ■ 

TOE LAYING of blame for the 
Lebanon misadventure is also be- 


SOME PEOPLE might like to see 
blue films on Israel Television, but 
my own particular dream for years 
has been that we should see some 
blue and white films. Year in and 
year out. I have contended that our 
television owes a duty to the nation 
to use the medium to promote our 
creative arts, instead of streaming all 
budgets and effort into news and 
documentary programmes. Since 
the news is always rather ghastly, I 
see no reason why it. and 
documentaries about it. should so 
dominate the programmes that are 
made in Israel.

A vidov -Cohen, son of Deputy Knes- 
set Speaker Meir Avidov-Cofteo. 

LABOUR MK ' Simha Dinitz has 
received widespread response 
among party hawks to his -’central 
stream” forum, which met recently 
at Kibbutz Ramat Rahel, as a means 
of offsetting the burgeoning dovish 
lobby, led by MK .Aharon Hard and 
Knesset Social Services Committee 
chairman Ora Namir.

ISRAEL met two of America’s most 
prominent women politicians this 
week. President Ronald Reagan’s 
daughter Maureen, a rising star 
among California Republicans, who 
was on a short stop-over during a 
Mediterranean cruise; while U.S.

hopeful Geraldine Ferraro flew here 
directly from Moscow, where she 
met top people, including Soviet 
President Andrei Gromyko, “who 
lost his geniality when 1 raised the 
cases of Ida Nudei, Anatoly Scbar- 
ansky and Andrei Sacharov.” Fer- 
raro met two refuseniks- Boris, son 
of Yosef Begun and Ze’ev Schapiro- 
and cautioned her Soviet hosts that 
U.S. public opinion would be more 
supportive of their demands for 
“most favoured nation'' status in 
trade ties if they were more forth- 
coming on emigration and Afghanis- 
tan. The Erst woman to be vice- 
presidential candidate in the U.S. 
was welcomed by Deputy Foreign 
Minister Ronnie Milo, who hosted a 


luncheon in her honour at the Jeru- 
salem Plaza, with a bipartisan guest 
list including Labour’s Deputy fi- 
nance Minister Adiel Axnorai. and 
Spedai Knesset Services Committee 
chairman Ora Namir. plus Likud 
caucus chairman Sara Donra, fellow 
MKs Dan Meridar and Mdr Shitrit 
and Shamir's aide, Zachi HanegbL 
Also there was U.S.. Embassy No. 3 
political department head Roger 
Harrison. . 

After Ferraro mentioned how. her 
candidacy had heartened the Amer- 
ican women's straggle for greater 
equality, I fear I caused embarrass- 
ment to our Labour and Likud politi- 
cos when asking when there would 
be a woman cabinet minister. 
Hanegbi was hard-pressed to explain 
to Ferraro's aide, Addis Guttag, why 
so few women have been promoted 
m our Foreign Ministry. Thankfully 
I conjured up the name of ou r .new 
cultural consul at the New York 
Consulate-General, Erela Hadar, 
who for budgetary reasons, was last 
week transferred from the Washing- 
ton Embassy, where she performed 
a sterling job as cultural attache for 
the past two years. Her successes 
included the usually Arab-leaning 
Smithsonian Institution. It held an 
Israeli film festival under its auspices 
in 1984. Erela Hadar was also behind 
the publication of a widely circulated 
monthly cultural bulletin, lectures 
by Israeli authors, poets and 
academics , and a series of celebrated 
concerts by Israeli musicians at the 
embassy hall, thanks to a Ii5,06d 
Baldwin concert piano donated by a 
group of Washington Jewish com- 
munity leaders. 

THE FOURTH anniversary of 
•Moshe Dayan's death was marked 
by a ceremony at his Nabalal 
graveside and the announcement of 
manorial projects, particularly the 
naming of the surrounding area 
covering much of the eastern Emek

Unwelcome Guest, one of the ten 
episodes in the series. 

The episode opened with the 
announcement in the press that the 
conductor. Julian Joy Chagrin, who 
also wrote the script, is going on 
tour. London. Madrid, Paris, Mos- 
cow. Australia - he obviously in- 
tends to conquer them all. Getting 
onto the train with his faithful valet, 
ably acted by Sefi Rivlin. he dreams 
of the ecstatic welcome awaiting 
him. with beautiful girls pressing 
kisses and flowers on him. This 
dream is the prelude. 

Then comes the interludo depress- 
ive. He "arrives to keep his first 
musical assignment and finds a re- 
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ception committee of four zombies. 
They convey him to a motor-car 
Noah preserved in the ark, and we 
get enuomobilo non mobile. 

The walls of the conceit hall bear 
his picture, plus that of some 
villainous-looking violinist. Graffiti 
warn him ominously that somebody 
is on the fiddle, and that Mozart'is 
boring. The orchestra's instruments 
are full of foodstuffs. At one stage 
we get diminuendo - all the musi- 
cians disappearing down trapdoors. 
Crescendo is followed by interludo 
intermezzo and Inter-Milan 2, Tot- 
tenham 3. 

It is all the most marvellous med- 
ley of zany, far-out humour and 
lovely music, an alliance between. 
Monty Python, Mel Brooks. Woody 
Allen, Mozart and Bizet to keep us 
roaring with laughter. Yet it is in no 
way derivative: this is typical Israeli 
humour and wit. pricking pompos- 
ity. throwing pies at the face of 
respectability, pulling out chairs 
from beneath the backsides of the 
establishment. 

Comparisons with the work of 
Charlie Chaplin, that greatest of all 
pantomimists, are inevitable. There 
is one major difference - Julian Joy 
Chagrin, who wrote the script and 
acts the main part, never introduces 
pathos. If we weep during 77»e 
Orchestra , it is not because we are 
touched by sentiment, but because 
of excessive belly laughs. 

Chaplin also got his belly laughs, 
but there was always the glint of 
tears of symphathy for his little 
tramp, his blind girl, his orphaned 
child. Apart from this difference . the 
echoes of Chaplin are considerable; ~ 

I am not so sure that Chaplin 
would have approved wholehearted- 
ly of the guying of classical music. 


which be loved. But all the visual 
wisecracks and the rapid-fire image 
piled on image, jest on jest, would 
have delighted him, as they did me. 
Produced by David Goldstein and 
Eliezcr Dorot, The Orchestra has 
already been sold to over a dozen 
countries. 

It is to be hoped that this success, 
will embolden Israel Television to 
pull its drama department, the Cin- 
derella of the studious, out of the 
fireplace. Diey have the tdlents: give 
them a chance to show what they can 
create. . 

VERY SELDOM do I find myself 
100 per cent on the side of a certain 
Israeli named Ariel Sharon. I gener- 
ally assume that what would be good 
for Sharon must of necessity be bad 
for Israel. But I certainly thought 
that he was 100 per cent in the right 
in his lawsuit against Time Magazine 
and 1 agreed with him that the Amer- 
ican libel laws, which allow a maga- 
zine to besmirch a public man's 
name with lies, in the holy name of 
freedom of the press, are utterly 
ridiculous. 

• These convictions were confirmed 
by that absorbing film we saw on 
Monday night, A Case of Libel,' 
based on a case fought for Quentin 
Reynolds by Louis Nizer, the great 
trial lawyer. 

In the fictional version, a liberal' 
columnist, Denis Corooran, has fal- 
len foul of a right-wing columnist, 
Lloyd Bendix H, although they have 
been friends for years. Corcoran has 
made the mistake of agreeing rather 
mildly in a book review with some 
criticism of Bendix in that book. The 
infuriated Bendix retaliates by 
attacking Corcoran day after day in 
his column, syndicated in 114 pap- 


ers, as a fellow traveller, a commun- 
ist. a lecher, a drunkard and an 
exhibitionist. 

Both men work for News Interna- 
tional. When advertisers get -the 
Bendix message, they demand that 
Corcoran be axed, and News Inter- 
national agree with unseemly haste. 

Although Corcoran's weak-kneed 
friends at News International refuse 
to give evidence, and so he cannot 
prove actual damage - any more 
than Sharon could- he sues for libel. 
The issue in the case is the almost 
complete impunity giveti to the press 
by Section 338 to write anything and 
everything about a public figure. All 
that is needed is' the flimsiest of 
evidence - articles in obscure rags, 
and state nents made by dead peo- 
ple. The normal rules prohibiting 
hearsay evidence do not apply when 
338 is invoked. 

Ed Asner - Lou Grant to you - 
acting the very fat part* of the plain- 
tiff’s lawyer, has the time of his life. I 
can guess how much he enjoyed the . 
role, since he himself suffered in his 
time from the objections of pusillani- 
mous sponsors because of his habit 
of supporting liberal causes. His de- 
livery of Nizer’s final address to the 
. juiy was magnificent. 

I can only sum up the American 
law in the famous words of Dickons’ 
Mr. Bumble, -‘The law is an ass.” I 
believe in freedom of the press as 
vigorously as any man who ever 
worked fora newspaper, but I do not 
accept that this should provide a 
blank cheque to liars and character 
assassins. Of course, I would not 
have the slightest objection if Time 
Magazine were to do some genuine 
research, and were to publish some 
real evidence of what a menace to 
peace a certain party is. 

WE SAW a completely different 
type of person in Gallery, Bendix 
mig ht have labelled her justifiably as 


as the Dayan Region. Its driving 
forte was moshavnik Hagai Ben- 
yminL His widow, Rahel Dayan, 
was prominent among the mourners 
with her children and grandchildren. 
When asked to comment on the 
sensationalist book My Father, His 
Daughter by Yad Dayan, away on a 
U.S. promotion tour. Moshe Day- 
an’s second wife declared, "As far as 
Fm concerned, the book does not 
exist.” 

Family friends of Rahel Dayan 
drew attention to “the most glaring 
inaccuracy" in the book wherein 
Yael Dayan claimed that her father 
promised to leave her his archeolo- 
gical collection rather than to his 
second wife. These sources pointed 
out that Mrs. Dayan possesses a 
notarized document dated August 
28, 1975 -six years before his death - 
wherein Dayan made over his collec- 
tion to her. When I asked whether 
she would sue for libel, they , re- 
ported: “Rabel has no intention of 
dragging Moshe’s name through the 
mud.” 

THE HISTORIC dimension of the 
first visit of a West German presi- 
dent was heightened by his being 
Richard von Weizsaecker. whose 
voice is the conscience of 'foe New 
Germany, to which David Ben- 
Gnrion sought to build bridges over 
the dark past. As one of the few who 
witnessed the historical encounter of 
foe architect of the New Germany, 
Konrad Adenauer, with foe founder 
of -the reborn Jewish State at B-G's 
kibbutz. Sde Boker. 19 years 
ago, I can say there was a similar 
sense of unique occasion on hearing 
Von Weizsaecker in German and 
President Chaim Herzog in Hebrew 
laud the spedai relationship born 
out of the ashes of past horrors. 

The elegant dinn er at Beit Hanassi 
was a credit to the hostess. Aura 
Herzog, who with her husband in- 
sisted on holding the state occasion 

a fellow-traveller, although she said 
she was never a Communist. 

This was Kathe Kollwitz, the Ger- 
man print-maker, etcher, lithog- 
rapher and sculptress, who was born 
in Koenigsberg. Married to a physi- 
cian working in foe slums of Berlin., 
she fought the good fight for foe 
under-privileged, to such effect that 
she was labelled “the conscience of 
Germany’’ in the twenties. ■- 

The British Aits Council made a 
remarkable film, about this noble 
woman, which was foe main item in 
Gallery. How her art is ranked 
nowadays by foe critics 1 do not 
know: I suspect that foe moderns 
may sneer at it as being too easy for 
people to comprehend. She said in 
the film that she believed that artists 
needed to be in touch with humanity 
although genius conld run ahead, 
merely good artists, like she. herself, 
had to retain a connection with an 
audience. It is a very interesting 
theory. - 

Quite apart from herait, she was a 
most eloquent spokesman for the 
common people and the cause of 
liberty. Tm sick and tired of all the 
hatred in the wodd. I long for a 
socialism which lets people live free . 
from murdering, from lying, from 
deceiving- all the devil's work.” 

Shortly before she died, she said. 
“At foe very moment death becomes 
visible it disrupts foe imaginative 
process. You no longer have respect 
for it. But I don’t want to go till I 
have made the most of my talent. ” 

Altogether this was a very sensi- 
tive and thought-provoking film. 

DANNY PE’ER’S Party time 
brought us several favourite screen 
stars, Haim Topol, Shelly Winters 
and Lee Marvin. Topol appeared 
with his wife Galia, with whom he is 
making a film. Pe’er seemed to gulp 
apologetically when he asked her 
how she felt being in a film in which 
he makes love to three other women 
as well as herself, but she ignored 
Danny’s feeling that he was being 
gauche, and reassured him that she

THERE HAS BEEN! a lot of t al k 
about Project Renewal since its in- 
ception uniter Menachem Begin’s 
first government in 1979. But has 
anything been accomplished? Has 
the face of/the nation been changed 
at all? ' ' 

After three years' research a ver- 
dict is provided in a massive “Project ■ 
Renewal Evaluation Study,” now in 
the couiie of -publication by the 
Samuel jMeaman Institute for Ad- 
vanced ^tutfies at the Haifa Tecbmon. 
Has the. face of the nation been 
changed? No. And that was pot to be 
expected the study suggests. 

Has anything been accomplished? 
A great deal - more (relatively 
speaking) than in comparable urban 
renewal programmes in other coun- 
tries. We are told in several tomes 
just what those accomplishments 
are. 

Project Renewal (PR for short) is 
an attempt to improve life in distres- 
sed or slum areas. It differs from 
every previous activity of the Israeli 
authorities by bringing into the field 
two new partners who were never in 
action before.' 

Onp of them is Jewish communi- 
ties abroad. They cany half the cost; 
which is not unprecedented. What is 
revolutionary is that for once they 
have by-passed the authorities. Each 
community overseas has twinned 
with a particular local, distressed 
neighbourhood and plays an active 
part in its rehabilitation programme. 

The second set of new partners is 
the local residents themselves. 
Hitherto their democratic participa- 
tion was confined to selecting once in 
four years which political faction 
shall decide which apparatchiks are 
to run the Knesset and the municipal 
council. Lately they have also 
elected the mayor. 

This time the residents have a 
taste of direct democracy. They are 
taking part for the first time in mak- 
ing decisions, by themselves about 
what goes on in their own neighbour- 
hoods. 

The study' headed by Moshe Hill, 
professor of urban and regional 
planning at the Technion, and 
Rachelle Altennan. senior lecturer 
in the same subject, does not deal 
with the first set of partners, the 
Jewish communities abroad; which 
is a pity. Are they still busily in- 
volved, or has the initial flurry of 
enthusiasm abated? This subject 
needs to be examined in a further 
study. 

The other set of. partners, the 
aid-receiving local communities, are 
scrutinized closely, both as collabor- 
ators in the organization of the wel- 
fare programme and as its benefi- 
ciaries. We learn from this report a 
great deal that we did not know 
before about the nature of their 
problems. 

THERE ARE 160 deteriorated 
neighbourhoods in Israel, contain- 
ing half-a-millon inhabitants, Just 
over 50 per cent have been exposed 
to PR so far; though all the towns in 
which backward neighbourhoods ex- 
ist have at least one project running 
within their municipal boundaries. 

Research was concentrated on a 
representative cross-section of 10 
neighbourhoods. Average popula- 
tion: 7,000. Amount of money spent 
on all PR during the four years 
1979-83 was $528m., just under half 
from the government, the rest from 
the Jewish Agency. 

The sums spent in our locations 
varied from Sl.lra. to $3.3m. per 
neighbourhood, excluding Ha’tikva, 
which received over the four-year 
period the larger sum of $8.7m. 

It is not a Lot compared with the 
total budget provided for housing 
and the social services by the Treas- 
ury. but it was concentrated on par- 
ticular needs neglected by the public 
authorities. Anyone passing through 
a problem area after four years of PR 
will still see a problem area. Butif he 
looks closely, he may notice activi- 
ties that did not exist before. Above 
all. he may notice a change in the 
atmosphere. 

Not in all the neighbourhoods. 
Some have responded more (e.g., Ir 
Ganim in Jerusalem), others less 
(e.g.. Netivot) . The principles under 
which PR operates were themselves 
an innovation. The Slum Clearance 
Authority it replaced had tried to 
solve the housing problem by re- 
locating the affected families in new 
accommodation elsewhere. 

That did not work; it broke up 
communities. The new housing

estates became slums in their turn. 
The problem, it appears, is not so 
much the housing as the locality. 
Housing can be unproved, or it can 
deteriorate: everything depends on 
the character of the community in 
question - its 'Spirit, the image it has 
in its own eyes and in the eyes of 
others. 

A deteriorated quarter is one in 
which those who can afford to leave 
take the first opportunity of doing 
so. The higher-income element 
goes, the lower income element 
stays. Apartment prices drop, prop- 
erties become neglected, crime and 
vandalism spread. 

The task of PR is to help rehabili- 
tate not needy individuals but a 
needy locality. Beneficiaries are all 
sectors, not just the poor. The 
better-off families must be encour- 
aged to stay because they are 
needed: therefore the neighbour- 
hood must be made better for them 
too. 

The poor lose out, since not all aid 
money goes to them. But the report 
stresses tha; they also benefit - by 
being treated like everybody else. 
The assistance they receive carries ■ 
no stigma; they are not singled out as 
relief cases. 

A: lowd .steering committee was 
formed in each neighbourhood. Half 
its members are residents, half rep- 
resentatives of the authorities. Pro- 
ject managers help keep things mov- 
ing. 

The residents in their new-found 
status and authority do not reject or 
make radical changes in the housing 
and other plans of the authorities. 
The latter have the whip hand. After 
all, PR is only part of a wider social 
programme, and budgetary control 
for that lies with the ministries. What 
mostly happens is that the officials 
explain, and the residents approve. 

THE ACT of explaining, however, 
is itself something new. Decisions 
formerly taken in Jerusalem or at the 
town hall are taken nowadays in the 
neighbourhood, after consultation 
with tbe local population. The chap- 
ter in the report on “Resident Parti- 
cipation" (by Arza Churchman) 
says: ' “The time invested by the 
authorities in providing information 
and in persuasion was an expression 
of their recognition of resident pow- 
er.” 

Local influence is least in educa- 
tion and housing, where the re- 
sponsible ministries have their own 
plans and are inflexible. It is 
strongest in community work, e.g., 
the creation of sport centres, music 
centres, pubHc libraries, day-care 
centres, programmes for the elderly. 

Residents - that is, active indi- 
viduals speaking for their neigh- 
bours - influence priorities and loca- 
tions. They have a say in. tbe choice 
of programme managers, the em- 
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ployraent of locals in the venture 
(which PR is supposed to encourage) 
and the encouragement of volun- 
teers to help run summer day-camps, 
produce a neighbourhood news 
sheet, tutor children needing help, 
make repairs in the homes of the 
elderly. 

Backward areas are characterized 
in all countries by their passivity. 
Before PR people rarely com- 
plained, because they did not believe 
it did any good. If their houses were 
burgled.’ they did not go to the 
police; they considered ita waste of 
time. They did not trust officialdom, 
neither in the administration nor the 
police. 

Civic consciousness has, accord- 
ing to tile report, taken a turn for tbe 
better. More complaints are submit- 
ted (often through the neighbour- 
hood committees) about public nui- 
sances such as pot-holes in~the road, 
accumulation of garbage, burst 
pipes, lack of heating in the schools.

THE CHAPTER on “Changes in 
Neighbourhoods” by Naomi Car- 
mon and Professor Hill observes that 
“the activists, who looked after the 
interests of their supporters, learned 
the rules of the ‘game’ and played it 
well." They have learned where to 
turn, how to present their case, how 
to ensure that action is taken. 

Crime is still widespread in all the 
neighbourhoods, but there is mar- 
ginal improvement. Says the report, 
in its detached statistical way: the 
number of neighbourhoods in which 
the severity of the crime problem is 
“very great” decreased from 3 to 2; 
and “great” from 6 to 3. 

Most interesting, and revealing, is 
the improvement in one particular 
locality. Nevei Israel (Herzliya). It 
should be mentioned at this juncture 
that the shift under PR from re- 
housing families to improving their 
existing homes evidently fulfils a 
deep-felt need. 

Previously people added rooms to 


their flats illegally, since building 
permits were refused. This led to the 
domination of Nevei Israel .by three 
or four criminal families who took 
other families under their protec- 
tion. 

Now that building extensions are a 
legal and licensed activity, tbe hege- 
mony of these criminals has been 
shaken off. PR is not the only factor 
making for improvement, as the re- 
port keeps stressing. Police activity 
in Nevei Israel was stepped up. 
which helped. As a result the 
population have become more law- 
abiding. 

They are beginning to Iqpk upon 
the constabulary as an ally rather 
than a foe. They call on its services 
more than before. This process is 
encouraged by house-ownership and 
home improvement, both assisted by 
PR loans. More homes are being 
insured. Insurance companies re- 
quire, before paying compensation 
for burglaries, that the break-in be 
reported to tbe police, which en- 
courages good citizenship. 

Flat ownership has risen in PR 
neighbourhoods during the years 
1979-83 from 46 per cent to 55 per 
cent. In that same period the number 
of dwelling with more than 2.5 
persons per room declined in the 
country at large from 4 per cent to 
3.3 per cent. 

In tbe PR neighbourhoods - due 
“only in part” to PR, the report 
cautions again - the proportion has 
fallen from 14 per cent to 8 per cent. 

The detail of renovations supplied 
in the report recalls the shortcom- 
ings of shikunim (public housing) 
built in the Fifties, the period of mass 
immigration. Housing in problema- 
tic areas often dates back to those 
times. The standard of construction 
was makeshift compared with today. 

Here PR has made a serious con- 
tribution by sponsoring improve- 
ments which seem homely, yet make 
a big difference. External renova- 
tion jobs include damp prevention, 
fencing tbe yard from the street, 
putting up partitions to conceal 
clothes-lines, closing off entrance- 
stairways from the street, installing 
mail-boxes, repairing stairway 
lights, modern address numbering 
and erecting central TV antennae. 

‘ Interior renovations include re- 
placing pipes, tiling bathrooms and 
kitchens, improving bathroom ven- 
tilation, replacing rotten woodwork 
(e.g., in door frames), installing 
water-boilers, repairing or replacing 
shutters, building cabinets below 
kitchen sinks and adding a door to 
master bedrooms which have none. 

The report observes: “Satisfaction 
with apartments was found to have a 
strong influence on satisfaction with 
the neighbourhood and on the inten- 
tion to go on living there.” 

NOT ALL THE elements within the 


neighbourhood population bene- 
fited equally. Not enough was done, 
the report believes, for teenagers. 
. though they are particularly impor- 
tant because they represent the fu- 
ture of these locations. Major be- 
neficiaries are the elderly. The 
budget devoted to their welfare was 
not over-large, but they utilized the 
new facilities eagerly, because ame- 
nities of this kind had been lacking 
before. 

Investing in the elderly is profit- 
able as well as humane. It helps keep 
them in the home, averting the need 
for institutionalization (which is 
both costly and generally unwel- 
come). PR promotes assistance in 
the home, laundry services, home 
visits by social workers and mainte- 
nance repairs. It also creates senior- 
citizen clubs, which were found to 
attract as many as 100 to 300 partici- 
pants in each centre. 

Least helped, unfortunately, were 
the poorest of the poor, because 
they could often not take advantage 
of the loan money offered, even 
though it was on highly subsidized 
and highly preferential terms. 
Attempts are made to give them a 
hand. Rented apartments owned by 
public companies like Amidar are 
occupied by social cases. No charge 
was made for house improvements 
in rented property. 

But most of the bousing budget 
was channelled to owner-occupied 
housing, for the simple reason that 
the money goes further there, since 
the owners supply part of the finance 
out of their own pockets. Most earn 
a respectable wage. Still, also among 
the house-owners, there are some 
who cannot afford to take advantage 
of the scheme. 

In social programmes the same 
problem arises. At dental centres 
built in Or Akiva and Netivot, half 
the bill is paid by PR. But the very 
poorest cannot afford even half tbe 
bilL Similarly with day-care centres: 
for those in greatest need, a 50 per 
cent subsidy doesn't help. 

Victims are not fit persons without 
jobs, but problematic cases (one- 
parent families, disabled breadwin- 
ners, etc.) The report quotes a 
household survey made in 1983. 
According to its findings, “the 
majority of male heads-of- 
household of working age who 
wanted to work were in fact em- 
ployed.” Whether the situation of 
full employment will remain un- 
changed during the coming period of 
economic austerity remains to be 


THE TEST of a neighbourhood's 
recovery is whether its population 
increases instead of decreases, and 
whether apartment prices start going 
up instead of down. The report 
found that the number of households 
tended to stabilize. 
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Families moved out. mostly the 
well-off ones: but families also 
moved in for a change, and they 
tended likewise to be well-off. "It 
certainly is not likely .” the resear- 
chers conclude, “that there will be 
an exodus of large proportions: as is 
usual in the distressed neighbour- 
hoods in the large cities of the 
world." No net population increase 
is registered, however. 

As to apartment prices, they went 
up as apartment prices went up in 
other parts of the country. The ratio 
did not change, and it is a negative 
one. A dwelling in a distressed area 
fetches half the price of a similarly- 
sized dwelling in a better location. ’ 

There was some improvement in. 
the ratio between distressed neigh- 
bourhoods with PR and those with- 
out. 

It seems that about a third of the 
neighbourhood population has been 
affected in one form or another by 
the social programme, and a third by 
the housing programme: which is a 
high proportion according to inter- 
national standards. On the other 
hand, expectations that the, local 
residents would take charge and con- 
tinue the efforts at improvement on 
their own initiative are largely dis- 
appointed. The building commit- 
tees. which were supposed to main- 
tain the improved premises and pre- 
serve a good standard, are slack, do 
not meet and tend to let things slide. 

Should there be more direct 
democracy? Resident participation 
ought to be encouraged, although it 
can on some occasions go over- 
board. In Gi\at Hu’Rakafot (Kiryat 
Ata). the independence of the locals 
was extreme - they opposed the 
government on every issue. 

So independent was their neigh- 
bourhood committee that it was 
found to have concentrated all the 
road improvement and the construc- 
tion of play areas in Givat Bet. which 
happens to be the place where most 
of the committee members reside. 
Conclusion: a balanced system is 
best, with both resident and official 
delegates represented. 

Professor Hill and his team are 
still working on their final evaluation 
of the programme as a whole. They 
will find plenty to criticize, particu- 
larly regarding areas of social need 
that are overlooked. On the other 
hand, it is clear from the research 
materia] already published that the 
investigators approve of PR. It 
serves a purpose. It fills, or tries to 
fill, a crucial gap. 

The gap still remains. Half the 
distressed neighbourhoods have vet 
to be tackled. With increased unem- 
ployment the situation in all areas is 
likely to worsen. PR for its part is 
going to face budgetary constraints. 
Is the effort then unavailing, or 
should PR be perpetuated and even 
expanded - at the expense if neces- 
sary of other items in the nation’s 
sodal-policy budget? 

Questions like this make the pub- 
lication of the Hill report, with its 
thoroughgoing analysis of the prob- 
lem, very timely indeed. 
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The Post’s Charles Hoffman finds an “uprising” among J ewish educators in the Diaspora 


WITH MANY old-line Revisionists or former 
members of foe Etzel underground (foe Irgun 
Tzvai Leumi, commanded by Menachem Begin), 
the spirit of the “fighting family" is always present. 
Dr. Eli Tavin projects that aura, too, sitting in his 
Jerusalem office flanked by pictures of Jabotinsky 
and Herzl on the wall behind his desk. 

And with good reason: in the pre-state struggle 
for independence, Tavin was the head of Etzel 
intelligence and later head of its European opera- 
tions. 

Since Henit politicians started to take over top 
portfolios in foe WZO and foe Jewish Agency 
after the Likud T s rise to power in 1977, there has 
been plenty of that fighting spirit around - too 
much, perhaps, to suit foe tastes of the Diaspora 
Jews who have had to work with them. 

The attack on Tavin and bis department by a key 
group of American Jewish educators is reminis- 
cent of the tensions stirred up by the late Raphael 
Kotlowitz, another old Revisionist, who headed 
the Aliya Department of the WZO and Jewish 
Agency until he was booted out two years ago 
because he was "unable to communicate with 
Diaspora Jewry." 

It is noteworthy that the first candidate prop- 
osed by Begin and Herat to replace Kotlowitz was 
rejected on similar grounds. That man was Tavin. 

My interview with Tavin opened with the charge 
made by a number of BJE directors that the 
materials produced by his deportment are. by and 
large, nor relevanr to their needs. 

Perhaps sensing the larger issues that had 
brought me into his office, he launched into a 
recitation of his credo: 

“Jewish education in the Diaspora must be 




educators. The department's operation in foe U.S. 
costs $400,000 a year, not including the program- 
mes offered in Israel foe American Jewish educa- 
tors. 

Despite statements to the contrary by the direc- 
tor of foe Melton Centre, Tavin stressed that h’S 
staff also took part in the preparation of the new 
curriculum for education about Israel. He denied 
just as vehemently that there was any rift with 
Melton: they had decided to go their separate 
ways, he said, since his department was not 
interested in funding an “academic experiment" to

Jewish-Israeli-Zionist. I must be concerned with 
Jewish identity and educating the young for aliya 
to Israel. But I have a problem. This is a touchy 
subject, and the subjects of Zionism and aliya ate 
unacceptable to not a small number of American 
Jewish educators. I have to confront these prob- 
lems, but I am always quite open about what I 
believe. 

“It is not correct to say that there is no involve- 
ment of Diaspora educators in the preparation of 
materials. I have visited many communities in 


search of partners. Those who cooperate with me 
are those who accept my position. Amorig the 
BJEs, there are those where I am more popular, 
and those where I am less popular..." 


THE S4 MILLION annual budget of Tavin’s 
department provides materials on Israel, Zionism 
and Hebrew-1 anguage teaching to Jewish com- 
munities in the Western world. It also covers 
sending teacher-jWrViim abroad, as well as numer- 
ous courses and programmes in Israel for Diaspora 


REGARDING THE COMPLAINTS about the 
people sent to head the New York office who were 
not educators. Tavin dismissed this at first by 
saying that the job was, in any case, “mainly 
administrative.” But he defended Rappel's 
credentials as an “expert in Eretz Yisrael" through 
his work in the IDF and Kol Israel, and as an 
author of a book pn Eretz Yisrael. 

As for Levanon’s academic credentials. Tavin 
could not remember just what they were. But he 
assured me, that his next head shaliah would be an 
educator.

P Tavin defended his use of shlihim to head the 
centres: “Maybe local people can do it. but 1 want 
someone who represents Eretz Yisrael and no 
someone who has to apologize for teaching about 
Eretz Yisrael and aliya. I am sorry I t nave 
money for more shlihim to the U.S. - they need 

Referring to the planned manifesto itself. Tuvin 
said: "I hope it will have a constructive impact on 

Jewish education in the United States. 

Tavin clearly has no intention of relinquishing 
his department's independent role in producing 
and disseminating materials on Israel and Zion- 
ism: "I will persist in im approach — m> own 
shlihut - in saving Jewish youth from assimilation, 
returning them to their Jewish roots and bringing 
them to Israel." he said. 


INCOMPETENCE, waste, irrele- 
vance, arrogance duplication, cor- 
ruption, intimidation... 

At a recent national conference of 
Jewish educators held in the mid- 
western U.S.. these harsh character- 
izations resounded through foe cor- 
ridors. voiced by many of foe direc- 
tors of community bureaus of Jewish 
education in attendance. Some 
made these comments loudly and for 
quotation; others whispered them in 
off-the-record tones. 

What could possibly be the target 
of such vehement criticism? This 
barrage was in fact aimed at the 
Department of Education and Cul- 
ture in the Diaspora of the World 
Zionist Organization; at its chair- 
man, Dr. Eli Tavin, and at some of 
its top staff, including its chief sha- 
Uah in the U.S., who was then wind- 
ing up his tour of duty. 

The setting for this outpouring of 
criticism was foe annual Conference 
on Alternatives in Jewish Education 
(CAJE). which this year drew 2,000 
teachers, rabbis, school principals, 
directors of community bureaus of 
Jewish education (BJEs), and 
assorted fellow-travellers. 

Amid foe placid setting of North- 
ern Illinois Umversity- an academic 
island near Chicago surrounded by 
seemingly endless cornfields 24 
BJE: directors sat for several hours 
one day to air then* problems with 
Tavin’s department, deriding even- 
tually to write a “manifesto” spelling 
out their complaints and making 
recommendations to put their rela- 
tionship withlt on a new footing. 


An outpouring of criticism 


THIS “UPRISING” of Diaspora 
educators against what they see as 
the flawed approach and operation 
of a major department of the WZO 
comes at a time when Diaspora Jews 
- lay and professional leaders alike - 
are casting off many of the passive 
attitudes that bound them in foe past 


to foe WZO and foe Jewish Agency. 
They are looking for new ways to 
express their concern and involve- 
ment with Israel without having to 
put up with the dubious combination 
of high-handedness and inefficiency 
that they have often found in Jeru- 
salem. 

From Israel’s point of view, one of 
foe unfortunate aspects of this rift 
between foe department and this key 
group of educators in foe world's 
largest Jewish community, is that it 
came to a bead over foe depart- 
ment’s role in introducing a new 
curriculum for foe teaching of Israel 
and its attempts to set up what it calls 
Centres for Eretz Israel Studies in 
various communities. 

The driving force behind the 
CAJE caucus of BJE directors is Dr 
Samuel Schafler. foe current head of 
foe North American Bureau Direc- 
tors Fellowship, which speaks for foe 
BJE directors in 40 communities 
throughout foe U.S. and Canada. 

Schafler, 56* a Conservative rabbi 
wfo a PhD m Jewish'Tiistory, has' 
been director of the Chicago BJE 
since 1976. Before comipg.ro CAJE 
in mid-August, he was in Jerusalem, 
where he forcefully conveyed his 
colleagues' complaints about Tavin's 
department to WZO Chairman 
AiyeDulzin. 

“What's foe problem?” Schafler 
asks ruefully at foe start of our inter- 
view. “In Jerusalem you have offi- 
cials in foe WZO who think that they 
are foe raj and we are Indians. They 
get their jobs as political rewards and 
are sent out to rule over us." 

Schafler is clearly not eager to play 
foe role of minor chieftain of a bunch 
of blighted natives seeking enlight- 


enment from the raj. 

‘Tavin's programme is flawed and 
bis vision is flawed. The materials 
produced by his department are, by 
and large, not useful for our pur- 
poses. Even if they occasionally ask 
us about our needs, they don't listen 
to us. They can't set educational 
priorities or produce materials effec- 
tively without involving foe consti- 
tuency they are supposed to serve 
through a process of consultations . 

“Sure, there are 'consultations’ 
today. I am a member of the Amer- 
ican advisory committee to the 
WZO education department. Meet- 
ings are convened to hear a two-hour 
monologue by Tavin reciting his 
accomplishments. I have stopped 
coming - it’s lo retzini (not to be 
taken seriously). 

“Tavin sees himself confronted by 
anti-Zionist educators, and thinks 
his task is to mobilize his forces 
against them." Speaking slowly and 
emphatically, Schafler adds: “We 
are not anti-Zionists. Nor do 1 re- 
gard our community as a ‘BaveP on 
an equal footing with Jerusalem.” 


MY SOUNDINGS at CAJE indi- 
cated that there is a widespread 
desire for high-quality materials to 
be used in foe teaching of modem 
Israel and Zionism, but this is cou- 
pled with foe belief that foe depart- 
ment is not capable of supplying 
them. As one BJE director put it: 
“Israel and Zionism are central to 
Jewish education in America. We 
wouldn't be so upset (with foe de- 
partment) if it were otherwise." 

Schafler is highly critical of foe 
staffing policies in Tavin's depart- 
ment, which is a Herat political 


preserve: “The trouble is, the de- 
pa rtm ent is run by non- 
professionals, from foe top down. 
The director-general, Dubi Berg- 
man, is a political appointee, as is the 
director of foe department’s North 
American office, Yoel Rappel. 
Tavin is dependent on non- 
professionals for his reports from foe 
field , and it is hard for us profession- 
al educators to deal with people who 
don’t know what education is.” 

Bergman won his political spurs in 
foe no-holds-barred world of cam- 
pus politics before coining to the 
department. Rappel, who just ended 
his term as head shaliah , worked as a 
journalist for Kol Yisrael. 

Rappel's performance over foe 
last year as director of foe depart- 
ment's national office in New York 
and Ins previous three years as de- 
partmental shaliah in Los Angeles 
have also contributed to foe mood of 
revolt among BJE directors across 
foe country. 

Said Howard Gelbard, assistant 
director of foe Los Angeles BJE 
before taking foe post of BJE direc- 
tor in San Frandsco earb'er this year: 
“Rappel’s impact was next to zero. 
His shlihut was one of foe depart- 
ment’s biggets bluffs. Wherever he 
went, he left a trail of bad feelings 
and broken promises, and created a 
bad name for other shlihim. 

“He wasn’t interested in making an 
educational impact, but in providing 
foe department with statistical re- 
ports showing his success. He and 
other staff members of foe depart- 
ment spent too much money travell- 
ing around foe country, with little to 
show for it. 

“We in San Francisco are prob- 


ably the first ones to throw out foe 
department and its representatives. 
They will be closed out until the 
department learns how to work in 
partnership with mainstream Amer- 
ican Jewish educators. The money 
the department spends in foe U.S. 
could be better used to subsidize 
trips to Israel for young people." 


GELBARD was designated by foe 
BJE caucus at CAJE to write foe 
“manifesto." which is to be pre- 
sented in November at foe General 
Assembly of foe Council of Jewish 
Federations. 

Rappel’s tenure was cut short by 
an investigation of his spending 
habits by the WZO Comptroller, 
who found “irregularities in his 
management of foe department's 
funds.” 

(Rappel dismissed Gelbard’s 
charges as part of his-personal ven- 
detta against foe department: “Our 
relations with him were good until he 
was rejected as a candidate to be- 
come director-general of. foe depart- 
ment. .. 

“Our relations with foe” bureaus 
are good today; we have representa- 
tives in seven bureaus now, and 
there were none when I started. 

“This is just Gelbard’s private war 
against ns. No other bureau has 
joined in bis incitement against us. 

“About foe Comptroller’s find- 
ings: People spread a lot of malicious 
gossip about me, and tins led to 
certain investigations. Most of foe 
charges were found to be baseless. ”) 

Schafler noted that the direc- 
torship of foe department's national 
office in New York has been a prob- 
lem ever since Tavin rook over in 


197S. His first appointee. Yitzbak 
Levanon, a non-professional, was 
pulled out after several years be- 
cause he could not get along with foe 
local Jewish educational establish- 
ment. Then came a two-year stint by 
Dr. Aviv Ekronj, an educator, who 
was well-regarded. He was followed 
by Rappel. 

■ “Something is wrong with foe sys- 
tem if this is foe kind of non- 
professionalism and rapid turn-over 
it generates," says Schafler. 

Perhaps foe biggest bone of con- 
tention between the department and 
American Jewish educators has been 
foe disposition of a new curriculum 
for teaching Israel and Zionism. 

According to the director of the 
Hebrew University’s Melton Centre 
for Jewish Education in foe Di- 
aspora. Alan Hoffman, foe curricu- 
lum was produced “exclusively by 
foe Melton staff, with one member 
of Tavin's department recruited on a 
special basis” to work on a portion of 
foe project. The development costs 
of $100,000 over a two-year period 
were split equally by foe Melton 
Centre and.foe department. 

The Chicago BJE coordinated the 
introduction and pilot phase of the 
curriculum in 10 large Jewish com- 
munities around foe country. Late 
last year. Melton and foe WZO en- 
ded their partnership in foe project. 

“It’s been like a messy divorce.” 
said one American educator, “with 
us, the children, caught in the mid- 
dle."

THE DISPUTE was over how long 
the pilot phase should be and who 
should pay for it. Says Schafler: 
“Melton, as an academic institution, 
takes foe pilot phase seriously. This 
is a long and complex process in 
which we must assess needs and 
results, and undertake proper 
teacher training. The department 
just wants to say that it issued the 
materials and to ran on to foe next 
project.” 

“Since foe split with Melton, foe 
WZO people keep travelling around 
foe country trying to push them- 
selves on communities that would 
rather work with Melton, which en- 
joys the credibility of an academic 
institution. 

“These trips are a complete waste 


of monev. In fact, ail the communi- 
ties now introducing the curriculum 
would probably prefer to work with 
Melton.” 

Another sore point in rela- 
tionships with rhe department is foe 
department's attempts over foe past 
few years to set up whut are called 
Centres for Eretz Yisrael Studies. 
These centres appear to be little 
more than collections of source 
material on Zionism and Israel, 
much of it coming from the depart- 
ment. Attached ro this material is a 
shaliach or a part-time local official 
who is paid by the department to 
encourage local schools to use it. 

SchafleT favours foe concept of a 
resource person on Israel for the 
community education system, but 
has serious reservations about its 
, implementation by the department: 
“In most places, the existence of a 
‘centre’ is merely a cosmetic. Tavin 
buys his way inio a community by 
offering the resources and by decid- 
ing who will be his shaliah or repre- 
sentative. Whoever goes along with 
this is rewarded with subsidized trips 
to Israel and other goodies, whoever 
resists is shut out. 

“In Chicago, we agreed to the idea 
of a centre, but Che department, was 
not able to supply a competent sha- 
liafu We offered to hire our own staff 
person to do foe job on a half-time 
basis, but Tavin insisted that it could 
only be done his way. Why does the 
department need to spend $60,000 to 
$70,000 on a shaliah when we can do 
it for much less!? 

“Since we turned down Tavin’s 
condition of having a shaliah, he 
won’t cooperate with us. He has 
ignored our requests to sent us Prof. 
Shlomo Haramti. an expert in Her- 
brew language instruction, whom 
foe department brought over to the 
U.S. . and has denied us subsidies for 
our teacher-training seminars in 
Israel. 

In Chicago, we can stand up to this 
kind of pressure, but the small com- 
munities can’t. We must divorce 
Zionist education from the carrot 
and the stick. Tavin's not giving out 
his money. These subsidies should 
be available to all teachers who study 
in Israel." 

“This is really foe key - using foe 
resources of the WZO to make it 
feasible for as many teachers as 
possible to come study in Israel, for 
long or short periods. This is much 
better than using foe money to send 
over shlihim. ”",ie magic of Israel 
moves Jews, irrespective of its prob- 
lems.

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A SENTENCE from one of the 
many Rosh Hashana interviews 
given by Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres still haunts me. Its gist was that 
if Israel does not take steps towards a 
breakthrough on the stalemated 
Taba issue and take the initiative in 
warming up the frozen peace with 
Egypt, there is a real danger that in a 
relatively short time. Egypt could 
again become a confrontation state 
with Israel. 

The danger is very real: the argu- 
ment. however, is very flawed. 
Attention in Israel this week was 
focused on the dastardly murder of 
seven Israeli holidaymakers at Ras 
Burka by an Egyptian policeman. 
The immediate Egyptian reaction 
was that the policeman had suc- 
cumbed to a fit of madness and that 
such a thing could happen anywhere 
in the world, as President Mubarak 
would have it. 


According to all objective evi- 
dence. however, the policeman was 
about as insane as the hundreds of 
Egyptian lawyers and thousands of 
students who annually burn Israeli 
flags in Cairo, or the members of the 
parliamentary opposition parties 
who demand the abrogation of the 
peace treaty with Israel/ 


They are not insane: they are 
Jew-haters. as are the vast majority 
of the Egyptian intellectual and 
opinion-forming elites! And Jew- 
haired is not insanity. It is .an ex- 
pression of a people's culture. 

Israel signed a peace treaty with 
the late President Anwar Sadat six- 
and-a-half years ago. Sadat was an 
extia-ordinariiy courageous political 
leader in braving the risks entailed in 
agreeing to that peace treaty. But 
contrary to naive Israeli expecta- 
tions. he was not transformed into a. 
lover of Israel. 


Sadat's great achievement was in 
getting the military' leadership, on 
which his dictatorship was based, to 
go along with h is initiative for the 
purpose of regaining Sinai without a 
shot and to obtain major American 
economic and military aid without 
which, Sadat was convinced, he and 


THE CURRENT campaign orches- 
trated by Egy pt. Jordan and Arafat 
to achieve the opening move of an 
induced act of suicide by the Jewish 
state has called forth, as in the past, a 
medley of suppot ting voices. 

Most prominent recently has been 
cooperation from Britain - in abso- 
lute harmony with British tradition 
since the Mandate days. If Prime 
Minister Thatcher daydreams back 
into that tradition she may sense in 
her mind's ear a Chorus of approba- 
tion from the ghosts of a host of 
leaders of Mandatory Albion led by 
Ernest Bevin. 


Engaged in the business of selling 
more arms to the Kingdom of Jor- 
dan. basking in the golden glitrer of 
the state dinner given her by Hussein 
in Amman, she might have recalled 
the decisive pan played by her im- 
perialist predecessors in fathering 
and fostering the artificial creation 
that became Jordan. Listening there 
to Hussein’s virulent verbal 
onslaught on Israel and Israel's “ex- 
pansionism." she may well have 
pondered the miraculous circumst- 
ance that Britain's connection with 
Transjordan has always been related 
to action hostile to the interests and 
future of the Jewish people in Pales- 
tine. 


It began with an act of legalized 
plunder in 1922. The Mandate for 
Palestine was grunted to Britain be- 
cause she had undertaken to facili- 
tate what was described in its text as 
the “reconstitution of the Jewish 
National Home” in Palestine which 
naturally included eastern Palestine, 
that is Transjordan, after the French 
h: d been persuaded to give up their 
claim to include it in their sphere of 
interest. The French were told that 
Transjordan was essential for the 
security of the projected Jewish 
state. 

Subsequently for reasons of pure- 
ly imperial convenience. Britain ex-

SADAT NEVER MADE an 
attempt to follow up the piece of 
paper that was the peace treaty with 
a determined effort to undo deep- 
seated popular and institutional 
Egyptian hostility to Israel. 

While the military aspects of the 
treaty have been adhered to by both 
sides, and .while Israel - even the 
Israel of Begin and Ariel Sharon — 
was punctilious in returning Sinai to 
Egypt as agreed, Egypt under badat, 
and even more so under Mubarak, 
have turned the normalization 
aspects of the treaty irfto an empty 
letter. 

Sadat had already started to work 
on resto ring Egypt to a central place 
in the Arab world, from which it had 
been excommunicated for the sin of 
intercourse with the Israeli devil. 
This was only natural. After Sadat's 
assassination just three years ago, 
Mubarak has made that goal a key- 
stone of Lis policy. 

The trouble is that Mubarak, 
more than Sadat, was prepared from 
the outset to pay for Egypt’s re-entry 
into the Arab world with the coin of 
freezing as many aspects of the peace 
treaty with Israel as he dared. 

. The emotionally shocking item on 
Israel Television news this week was 
the interview with Mubarak who 
sneeringly referred to the murder at 
Ras Burka as “a small thing". 

But the really ominous news was 
the despatch of his eminence grisc, 
Osama el-Baz, to Tunisia to urge the 
PLO leadership to move its head- 


quaitexs to Cairo. Egypt has made 
no secret of its determination to 
court the PLO as a major ploy in 
re-establishing its leadership role in 
die Arab world. 4 


THIS WEEK, the Egyptian 
government-sponsored Middle East 
News Agency reported thar Mubar- 
ak had acceded to Yasser Arafat’s 
demand that Egypt rescind its sup- 
port for the “Palestinian part" of the 
peace treaty, which would grant 
“mere autonomy" to the Palestinian 
Arabs of the West Bank and Gaza. 

In an interview in Kuwait's Majal- 
tis weekly. Arafat expressed the 
hope that PLO headquarters could 
be transferred to Cairo in the near 
future, and that he was awaiting a 
decision of the Egyptian government 
to that effect. He added that he was 
conducting a struggle for the restora- 
tion of Egypt to its rightful place as 
the leader of the Arab nations. 


TO GET BACK to Taba: That little 
sliver of beachfront real estate is, 
and has always been, marginal to the 
broader issue of Egyptian -Israel re- 
lations. Egypt has never made a sec- 
ret of this view that even a satisfac- 
tory resolution of the Taba dispute 
would not be enough to thaw the 
frozen peace. It simply wants Taba - 
without any claptrap, without any 
quid pro quos. 

It has long been my opinion that in 
the narrow formal sense, Egypt 
probably has a very strong case for 
Taba - though i believe that Israel 
was wrong to agree to returning all of 
Sinai to Egypt. 


Ganging up 


on Israel

eluded “the territories lying between 
the Jordan and the eastern boundary 
of Palestine" from the application of 
those paragraphs in the Mandate 
relating to the Jewish National 
Home. 

By stages, Transjordan was de- 
veloped by Britain as a judenrein 
Arab dependency until, in 1946, 
Ernest Bevin turned it into an inde- 
pendent anti-Zionist state. 


IN WESTERN Palestine, mean- 
while, the Mandate's aim was gra- 
dually perverted into a programme 
to destroy Zionism. The final act was 
the White Paper of 1939, which 
unabashedly presaged the end of 
Zionism. It was to facilitate its im- 
plementation that Britain, before 
and during the Holocaust, worked 
hard at preventing Jews from escap- 
ing the Nazis and from finding refuge 
in their homeland. 

It was pre-war Britain that bullied 
East European and Balkan govern- 
ments to prevent the transit of Jews 
fleeing Nazi Germany: and during 
the war she obstructed every possi- 
bility of saving Jews or even slowing 
down Hitler’s “final solution." 

It was Britain that, after the war, 
supplemented her repressive regime 
in Palestine with a wide-ranging 
campaign, including violence, to

prevent survivors of the Holocaust 
from reaching Palestine. ! 

When, in 1947, the UN recom- 
mended the partition of Palestine - 
which the Arabs rejected - Britain 
defied the recommendations, con- 
tinued arming the Arab states to- 
wards fulfilment of their proclaimed 
purpose of destroying the Jewish 
state in embryo, and energetically 
urged the U.S. to refrain from send- 
ing arms to the Jews. 

Central to Bevin's policy was 
direct British collaboration with 
Transjordan's King Abdallah in the 
invasion of western Palestine - 
which resulted in the occupation and • 
annexation of Judea and Samaria 
(then renamed “the West Bank") to 
Transjordan (then renamed Jor- 
dan). . 

It was with British arms that 
Abdallah's grandson in 1967 laun- 
ched his aggression at the remaining 
minuscule part of Palestine covered 
by Israel, as part of the Arab states' 
declared purpose of annihilating 
her. In repelling that invasion, Israel 
regained Judea and Samaria. 

That is the story in brief of “Zion- 
ist expansionism." 

Its British context also explains 
how Mrs. Thatcher could be so en- 
thusiastic in her invitation to 
Mohammed Mflbem - a mere PLO 
propagandist, a mere agitator calling 
for violence, a mere preacher of 
jihad against Israel - and to describe 
him as a moderate man seeking 
peace. 
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KING HUSSEIN has always had 
great success in public relations. 
Soft-spoken, with a pleasant man- 
ner, cultured by an English educa- 
tion, he is one of the great masters of 
eloquent mendacity in the Arab 
world. Typical of his style is the

But Egypt has brazenly reneged 
on the spirit of the normalization 
aspects of the treaty and on dozens 
of agreements which were to have 
given them substance. There has 
□ever been any reason for Israel ro 
agree to consider Egyptian claims on 
Taba outside the context of a visible 
Egyptian determination to adhere to 
the fiiU spirit and substance of all the 
peace agreements. 

The Peres government was wrong 
in agreeing to give priority to the 
Taba issue, on which Egypt appears 
as the aggrieved party and Israel the 
foot-dragging guilty one. 

Just as the Begin government was 
wrong in not withdrawing our 
ambassador from Cairo the day the 
Egyptians recalled theirs from Tel 
Aviv in 1982. 

Mr. Peres knows what he is talking 
about when he views with undis- 
guised concern the possibility that 
Egypt may again be drawn into the 
circle of confrontation states. He is 
wrong, however, in seeming to con- 
clude that such a tragic course can be 
prevented by Israel grovelling be- 
fore Egypt and malting unilateral 
concessions on issues of Egypt's 
choosing. 

It is Egypt, not Israel, that has 
frozen the relations that should have 
grown out of the peace treaty. It is 
Egypt that has misled U.S. Secretary 
of State George Shultz into believing 
that it would return its ambassador 
to Tel Aviv as soon as Israel was out 
of Lebanon. It is Egypt that, by its 
courting of the PLO despite its re- 
newed espousal of terrorism, had 
decided to set itself on a collision 
course with an Israel, which even 
under a Labour prime minister can- 
not but view the PLO as its mortal 


enemy. 


They evidently never thought to 
ask Hussein why. when he ruled over 
Judea and Samaria, he did not then 
establish the “Palestinian entity" 
which' is now the alleged craving of 
his heart; or why, instead, he tried to 
destroy Israel; or why anybody 
should now believe that if Israel 
were to restore the pre-1967 bound- 
ary, he would then not cooperate in a 
renewed attempt to destroy her. 

Israel’s Labour leaders - and not 
only they - do not want to face the 
unpleasant but transparently simple 
truth: Hussein is faithful to, and 
bound by, the Arab purpose and the 
Moslem doctrine which cannot toler- 
ate the existence of an infidel Jewish 
state. His “moderation" consists of 
his realization that in the circumst- 
ances - resulting from his own blun- 
der in 1967 - Israel cannot be erased 
from the map in one blow. Her 
surrender of Judea and Samaria 
must, therefore, be brought about 
by international pressure. Thereaf- 
ter. the coalition of Arab states, all 
arming themselves to the teeth, will 
deride on the next step. All Hus- 
sein’s utterances, and actions harmo- 
nize with this theme. 

That is why he has been deman- 
ding (together with his colleague 
Arafat) the convocation of an inter- 
national conference. Such a confer- 
ence would be nothing but an inter- 
national ganging up around one 
table to bully Israel. All the govern- 
ments nominated by Hussein - the 
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its position of leadership in that 
world: a world, moreover. Which 
continues in its unabated hostility to 
the very existence of Israel. 

It is not at all dear what, if any- 
thing. Israel can do to forestall such a 
tragi (^development. What is certain 

is that agreeing to appear as the 
guilty party' on issues such as Taba 
will not do it. 


IN THIS broader context, it is not 
Ras Burka that is “nothing.” as 
president Mubarak would have it. 
but Taba that is so marginal as to be 
“nothing.” 

The dreaded possibility that Egypt 
may be drawn again into the circle of 
Arab confrontation with Israel is a 
factor of its determination to resume 


IF THERE IS any hope in keeping 
the Egyptian leadership from its new 
and dangerous course, it lies in 
understanding the original motiva- 
tions that lay behind Sadat's bold 
initiative eight years ago. 

Israel was profoundly interested 
in peace with the Arabs, and all the 
more so with Egypt, the most impor- 
tant Arab country. Sadat was in- 
terested first and foremost not in 
peace, bat in seeking American sup- 
port to rebuild the shattered Egyp- 
tian army and to obtain access to 
America's purse for large-scale and 
long-term economic aid. 

Peace with Israel was never the 
goal: it was the price that a pragmatic 
and courageous Sadat believed had 
to be paid to attain his major goals. 

The fight to save the peace with 
Egypt must be conducted in the 
U.S., the guarantor of the peace 
treaty. 

As Mubarak's Egypt draws closer 
to the PLO. Israel should launch a 
campaign to influence opinionin the 
U.S.. to emphasize the fact that it is 
Egypt that is endangering the peace 
treaty for which America has so far 
paid billions of dollars in military 
and economic aid. 

It is regrettable, but all tire evi- 
dence indicates that Egypt does not 
share Israel's frantic desire for good 
and even warm relations. It is, 
however, verv sensitive to American 


pressures. 

It is those pressures that Israel 
should seek to activate to save the 
paper peace with Egypt and to en- 
sure the continuation of non- 
belligerence. the one part of the 
treaty that has worked so far.

recorded speech he disseminated 
some years ago asserting that Jordan 
had protected the Holy Places for 
“hundreds of years." In the 19 years 
of Jordan's rape of Jerusalem, she 
had reduced to rabble every synago- 
gue in the Old City .

Soviet Union. China, France, Bri- 
tain and? yes, the U.S., too - all have 
demanded that Israel go back to the 
1949 armistice lines (with the U.S. 
generously allowing for minor mod- 
ifications). The only difference 
among them would relate to their 
respective views as to which Arabs 
shall govern in Judea and Samaria. 


Reflections 


on Sinai

PRESIDENT MUBARAK out- 
raged many Israelis this week with 
his callous dismissal of last Satur- 
day's tragic shooting in Sinai as a 
“small matter.” 


And it is the depth of Israeli 
outrage and the casual off- 
handedness of Mubarak's response 
that delineate the normative gulf 
that separates Israeli and Egyptian 
society and which renders irrelevant, 
perhaps even incomprehensible, 
some of the questions now being 
asked about Egypt's conduct before, 
during and after Saturday's tragedy. 

For instance, there is a burning 
need in Israel, both at tbe public and 
at the political level,' to receive from 


the Egyptians an appropriate ex- 
planation of "what went wrong. ” 


characteristic of many Eastern 
societies and encapsulated in Presi- 
dent Mubarak's off-hand response 
to the tragedy this week. 

One suspects that, for the soldiers 
at Ras Burka on Saturday, no less 
than for their president, the gunning 
down of seven Israelis by a “crazy 
man" in their unit was a "small 
matter” that did not require from 
anv of them an initiative that would 
buck the system and possibly leave 
them open co disciplinary charges. 

The chances, then, that Egypt is 
going to accept blame for the inci- 
dent, and that any significant heads 
are going to roll - except, perhaps, 
for that of the soldier who did the 
actual shooting - are extremely 
slight 


The need is perfectly understand- 
able. and there can be little doubt 
Chat it would have been met bad the 
tragedy occurred in Israel, where the 
behaviour of the soldiers on the spot 
and the response of their superiors 
would have constituted an obvious 
mehdal . a breakdown in accepted 
norms of conduct in such circumst- 
ances. 


BUT FOR all that, there arc steps 
that can be taken that could go some 
way to reduce the likelihood of such 
an incident recurring. 


First, there should be some form 
of screening for soldiers, or police- 
men, serving in units based in areas 
frequented by Israelis. 


But che tragedy did nor occur in 
Israel. It happened 40 kins to the 
south of the border post at Taba. 
inside Egypt, where expectations of 
the system must perforce be diffe- 
rent from those of the system in 
Israel. 


There can be little doubt that had 
the shooting taken place in an Israeli 
army unit, the assassin would have 
been disarmed, possibly even gun- 
ned down by his comrades within 
seconds. And if not, the officer in 
command would certainly have 
taken the matter in hand, whatever 
the risk to himself. 


At least 24 hours before Satur- 
day's shooting, the assassin was 
known by his comrades to be a 
“crazy man" who constituted a 
threat* to Israelis in the vicinity, 
almost certainly because of fanatic- 
al. fundamentalist leanings. He 
should not have been permitted to 
remain once this was known, and 
here Israel can expect that some 
disciplinary action might be taken 
against the commander of the base. 


SOME OF his encrusted Labour 
fans have pretended to find in his 
recent speech at tbe UN hints of a 
modified attitude. One of them. 
Prof. Shlomo Avineri. says it was a 
“masterpiece of complexity and 
ambiguity" but this he finds isa good 
thing. He calls it “constructive ainbi- 
guity.” 

Complex it was: its ambiguity 
would not -deceive an intelligent 
eight-year-old. Hussein was careful 
to state all the traditional Arab de- 
mands, going ba*k to the original 
1947 partition plai. and including the 
Fez plan (the latest Arab blueprint 
for Israel's elimination): these would 
therfbe discussed at the internation- 
al conference. Under these 
“appropriate auspices” - with Bri- 
tain, France, China, the Soviet Un- 
ion,' the U.S. and assorted Arab 
states breathing dowo Israel's neck - 
“direct” talks might take place. 

Before they were murdered 
aboard their yacht at Laroaca, two 
Israelis bad their hands tied behind 
their backs. The UN Security Coun- 
cil last week embraced that barbaric 
pattern as a working principle. It laid 
down in effect that any state may 
provide bases and facilities on its' 
territory for organizing the murder 
of Israelis and Israel’s arms must 
remain tied behind its back. 

Tf earlier experience is not suffi- 
cient for Mr. Peres and his col- 
leagues to grasp the full obscenity of 
the idea that Israel should accept 
international intervention in deci- 
sions on her future - they must surely 
recognize the significance of wbat 
the international community - in- 
cluding the U.S. - did to Israel last 
week. 

Israel has treated the UN resolu- 
tion with due contempt. It must also 
learn the lessons it contains. 

The first lesson is simple: direct 
negotiations with Jordan - yes; inter- 
national conferences in any com- 
position - non possumus. 


Not only the overwhelming huma- 
nitarian imperative to bring immedi- 
ate succour to the wounded, but the 
disciplinary norms of the IDF would 
make any other course inconceiv- 
able. 

It is precisely this ability to teact 
swiftly, instinctively, decisively, at 
the lowest level of command that has 
made the IDF the flexible, efficient 
fighting force that it is, contributing 
greatly to its potency. 

Conversely, it is the total inability 
of the Egyptian army to take tactical 
decisions at any but the highest eche- 
lons that has made it the comber- 
some, inflexible force it is -impress- 
ive in its ability to fight effectively a 
massive set-piece like the initial cros- 
sing of the Suez Canal in 1973, but 
plainly deficient when it came to 
coping with a radical departure from 
the original plan, like Israel's coun- 
ter strike across the canal into Egypt. 


IT IS PRECISELY this particular 
characteristic of the Egyptian army - 
and. by extension, of Egyptian socie- 
ty- so long recognized in Israel that 
makes one suspect that we are asking 
ourselves, as well as the Egyptians, a 
quite irrelevant question when we 
inquire, “What went wrong” at Ras 
Burka. 

By and large from the Egyptian 
point of view, nothing much did go 
wrong. The Egyptian Army acted 
true to form. Toe local commander 
dosed off the road, froze the situa- 
tion and went racing to Taba for 
instructions from above. That it took 
him an hoar and a half to return, 
presumably with his instructions, 
and a further 45 minutes before the 
task force arrived from Nueiba to 
take charge of the situation, is simply 
a further demonstration of a system 
that has served Israel so well in wars 
with Egypt, but .which worked with 
disastrons results for the seven 
wounded Israelis last Saturday. 

Compounding the problem is 
wbat appears to Israelis and most 
Western societies as a fatalistic atti- 
tude- to human life - an attitude 


Second, there could be some revi- 
sion of the type of weapon Egyptian 
soldiers in Sinai should be permitted 
to carry. All the soldiers/policemen 
at Taba sported Kalashnikov auto- 
matic assault rifles quite openly - a 
lethal weapon which, apparently, 
was that used by last Saturday's 
assassin. 

Thirdly, something might be done 
to increase the effectiveness of the 
Multinational Force and Observers 
(MFO), which last Saturday was 
forced to stand by idly for s ome five 
hours,, .with excellent. heltcSpter- 
bome medical facilities, awaiting 
permission from Cairo before it 
could come into the picture. 

This is a delicate political ques- 
tion, as die MFO, under the terms of 
its mandate, is subservienr to Egyp- 
tian sovereignty - and, by extension . 
to Egyptian red tape. 

But some formula should be 
sought which would enable the force 
to react immediately in emergencies 
like that of last Saturday, without 
having to go through the cumber- 
some intricacies of Egyptian 
bureaucracy which, last Saturday, 
rendered a highly efficient force 
totally ineffective. 


BUT, IN THE final analysis, it 
should be plainly recognized that 
going to Sinai does entail a more 
than usual risk, not only for Israelis, 
but for anyone whose life might 
depend on receipt of rapid medical 
attention - following, for example . a 
road accident or sudden illness - 
which die Egyptian system, in Sinai 
at least, is not geared co provide . 

Better to recognize this fact and go 
to Sinai in full awareness of it. taking 
whatever personal precautions one 
can, than.to seek from the Egyptians 
assurances which they are going to 
find difficult co live up to, not be- 
cause of any political animus to- 
wards Israelis, but for reasons that 
have to do with the fundamental 
nature of their society - reasons that 
made President Mubarak view the 
slaying of the seven Israelis last week 
as “a small matter.”

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SOUTH AFRICA'S season of 
annual National Party congresses 
has come and gone, but tbe debate 
rages on over exactly what was said, 
what it all meant, and where the 
party and tbe government intend 
going from here. 

The NP, tbe ruling party since 
194S, holds annual jamborees in 
each of the country's lour provinces, 
the Transvaal, the Cape, the Orange 
Free State and Natal. Amid the 
singing and the interminable de- 
bates, the delegates to the confer- 
ences elect provincial officers and 
attempt to provide those in govern- 
ment with a sense of what the people 
think. 

Few congress seasons, though, 
have been as momentous as the one 
just passed, and few could have left a 
varied and conflicting impressions 
on those who participated and 
observed. 

After four major speeches by 
President P.W. Botha since August 
IS, when the first congress was held 
in Durban, it is still unclear how the 
government intends coping with the 
intense internal and external press- 
ure for radical political change. 

Botha described his Durban 
speech as his “crossing of the Rubi- 
con,' .a reference to the stream cros- 
sed by Caesar when he irrevocably 
committed himself to challenging 
Pompey and the senate. In his own 
way, Botha was apparently trying to 
say that he had irrevocably commit- 
ted himself to a path of reform. 

But the rest of the world- indeed, 
much of South Africa, too - saw it 
quite differently. Given the publicity 
which preceded the speech - it was 
touted privately by senior govern- 
ment spokesman as a major state- 
ment of reform policy - Botha's 
performance bombed badly. What 
he apparently saw as reform was 
regarded by many others as apar- 
theid in a different, albeit more 
elegant, guise. 


A country at the crossroads

WITHIN WEEKS of Botha’s 
speech, international banks had cal- 
led in their loans, causing South 
Africa to declare a moratorium on 
debt repayment. The rand, South 


Africa's currency, plunged to an all- 
time low, and the U.S., as well as 
much of Western Europe, imposed 
partial economic sanctions. 

Had Botha thundered in tbe old 
Verwoerd mould, he could hardly 
have received a worse reception. 

Over the next six weeks and three 
congresses, Botha and his senior 
ministers attempted to mitigate the 
damage. 

To tbe Orange Free State provin- 
cial congress in Bloemfontein, he 
announced that the government rec- 
ognized the principle of universal 
citizenship for all South Africans, a 
radical departure from the classical 
theory of apartheid. 

At the same time a report by the 
President's Council, an advisory 
body, called for the radical overhaul 
of the influx-control policy, which 
restricts tbe domicile and working 
rights of blacks to certain geog- 
raphical areas. • 

In Pretoria, home of the powerful 
and conservative Transvaal provin- 
cial party, Botha played a holding 
game, without announcing any ma- 
jor reforms. 

But in Port Elizabeth last week, 
where he was elected Cape provin- 
cial leader for the 20 th consecutive 
time. Botha announced a constitu- 
tional agenda based on “universal 
franchise within structures to be de- 
cided by South Africans.'* 

He spoiled the reformist effect a 
little the next day, however, when he 
declared that the Group Areas Act, 
the central element of the influx- 
control system, would not, after nil, 
be scrapped.

THE CONGRESSES are now over 
and major government initiatives 
are unlikely until parliament re- 


sumes in late January. Now is the 
time to analyse and attempt to 
understand exactly what it is the 
government has said and done and 
what that augurs for the future. 

Those .who favour the govern- 
ment's policy of gradual reform 
maintain - with some justification - 
that the NP and the government 
under P.W. Botha have moved 
mountains over the past two years. 

The laws that prohibited inter- 
racial sex and marriage are gone and 
social integration is an unstoppable 
force in the large cities. 


In addition, black trade unionism 
is now legal, and the government is 
committed to reforming influx con- 
trol and the citizenship issue, both 
major props of apartheid. 

Given time and good will, they 
say, the government will transform 
South Africa into the nearest thing 
to paradise for all its people. 

Opponents on the right maintain 
with even greater vehemence that 
the government is busy scrapping 
apartheid and selling out the whites 
to the black majority. Those on the 
left, however - and thev include the 


huge bulk of South Africa’s blacks - 
maintain that the essence of apar- 
theid rem ains untouched. Moreov- 
er, they believe, tbe government has 
every intention of keeping it that 
way. « 

The essence, in their view, is tbe 
policy of race classification, whereby 
every South African is classified as a 
member of a specific racial group. 

Though the old methods of ad hoc 
classification - such as shoving a' 
pencil into hair to see if it stayed put 
or checking fingernail cuticles for 
esoteric racial signs - have been 


BLACKS HAVE little faith in the 
semantics of Afrikaner politics. Af- 
ter all. any government which could 
institute university segregation with 
a law known as the Extension of 
Universities Act and could entrench 
the compulsory carrying of pass- 
books by blacks with the Abolition 
of Documents Act, is hardly above 
saying one thing while intending the 
exact opposite. Who is to say what 
the government means with its long- 
winded and impenetrably vague ex- 
positions of future policy? 

Tbe government and its long-time 
victims have entirely different 
perceptions as to what apartheid 
actually is. The government defines 
apartheid as “unnecessary" discri- 
mination between the racial groups, 
as it has categorized them, and 
therefore has little problem in com- 
mitting itself to the elimination of 
that apartheid. It still deaves to a 
policy of un discriminatory “diffe- 
rentatidn” between the racial 
groups. 

The opponents of apartheid have 
a much more fundamental defini- 
tion. Apartheid, in their view, is any 
form of differentiation based on col- 
our of skin. Even were the inequali- 
ties of South African life to be large- 
ly removed, it would remain an apar- 
theid society so long as race classi- 
fication persisted. 

For that reason, they reject the 
government's attempts to amelio- 
rate apartheid on the grounds that 


GOVERNMENT LEADERS call 
repeatedly for negotiations with ■'re- 
sponsible" black leaders who reject 
violence. But there is no Hack leader > 
in the country who could sit down' 
with the government in the present 
circumstances and retain any credi- 
bility with the black masses. 

Even the Zulu leader. Man- 
gosuthu Gatsha Butholeri. the most 
moderate of the major black leaders, 
has rejected the call, saying that the 
government must first scrap the state 
of emergency, release political pris- 
oners and give a clear statement of 
intent regarding power sharing. 

The NP faces five crucial by- 
elections in rural areas at the end of 
this month. It is not inconceivable 
that at least two of (he seals could fap - 
to the ultra-right Conservative Pa^- 
ty, which has profited - at the NP's 
expense - from the recent unrest. 

Until November, at least, the gov- 
ernment is unlikely to hazard further 
alienating wavering white voters by 
going out on a reformist limb. 

After that, the government initia- 
tive will depend to a large extent on 
the pressure it feels from both right 
and left. Electoral losses to the Con- 
servative Party now could lead to a 
rethink on reform, with dedicated 
reformer within the party likely to 
push for a more vigorous approach, 
even if this comes ar the expense of a 
further split in nationalist ranks. . 

One thing is dear*. South Africa 
really is at a crossroads, and the next 
year could be decisive in determin- 
ing whether it goes Che way of peace 
and reconciliation or of bloodshed. 

But before any progress can be 
made, all sides to the conflict will 
have to agree on a definition of 
apartheid and. the best ways of doing 
away with it. And that is no easy 
matter. 


IF THE first chapters of Genesis 
were but another ancient creation 
legend or Near Eastern myth, then 
everything else in the Bible, the 
all-encompassing edifice of revela- 
tion and prophecy which was built on 
its foundation, would surely tumble 
over. Considering Higher and Low- 
er Bible criticism for whatever they 
are worth (notwithstanding their 
clear anti-Semitic motivations) and 
taking into account all the possible 
hypotheses of modem studies of 
comparative literature and religion - 
the present writer follows the school 
of thought that sees in the biblical 
.account of creation not a debatable 
scientific account, but a unique, di- 
vine, revolutionary proposition 
which is the foundation of the entire 
biblical insight regarding God, world 
and Man. Take away the Genesis' 
creation story and all of Ethical 
Monotheism has no foot to stand on; 
the eternal message of redemption 
and salvation become mere faiiy 
tales. 

The Sabbath comes to confirm 
and affirm the biblical story of crea- 
tion. It stands as a constant, living. 


and ever renewed testimony to this 
story, which brings together 
"Heaven and Earth,” which brings 
God into this world to be celebrated 
by Man and which eventually gives 
meaning, direction and hope to the 
world created and kept alive by God . 

“A God of trust” (Deut. 32:4), 
says the rabbinic interpretation: “A 
God who- manifests trust in His 
world and proceeds to create it.” 
The Sabbath is the day on which this 
trust is manifested. It is an ever 
renewed testimony to the wonder of 
creation. 

After six successive days of crea- 
tion of the material world, a world 
which is seen as “good.” even “very 
good” (Geo. 1:31). in the eyes of the 
Lord, comes the seventh day. 

And God saw all that He had 
made, and found it very good. 

And there was evening and there 
was morning, the sixth day. 

The heaven and the earth were 
finished, and all their array. 

On the seventh day God finished 
the work which he had been doing, 
and he ceased on the seventh dav 
from all the work which He had

done. 

And God blessed the seventh day 
and declared it holy, because on it 
.God ceased from all the work of 
creation which He had done. 

(Genesis 1:31-2:3 
New JPS translation) 

Va-yekhulu ha-shomayim veha- 
aretz - “the heaven and the earth 
were finished”, that is the usual 
translation of this verse. The original 
Hebrew contains however the man- 
ifold meanings inherent in the biblic- 
al creation story. 

Tbe material world created in the 
first six days is not the end of crea- 
tion. Following the six days of tbe 
creation of the material world, there 
is yet to come another day, a hal- 
lowed day - a day that brings the six 
days not only to an “end” (finish, 
"va-yekhulu” from lekhalot. to fin- 
ish), but also to their “end” (destina- 
tion, "va-yekhulu" from takhlii). 
The heaven and the earth and all 
their array are indeed finished, but

the air is filled with expectation, with 
longing (“ va-yekhulu ” again from 
kalta nafshi , longing); it has not 
attained its “end" yet. And what is 
this “end” towards which God-the- 
cr eater and the newly-created Adam 
are “longing”? It is the making of 
this .world into a ‘Vessel!’ (“va- 
yekhulu", once more from kli). 
ready to contain the infinite within - 
the finite world. 

For in six days the Lord made

Israeli pathologists have deter- 
mined that five of the seven victims 
could have lived had they received 
first aid treatment in time. • 

Acting Foreign Minister Moshe 
Arens yesterday termed Egypt's ver- 
sion of the Sinai killings “entirely 
unsatisfactory" and reiterated 
Israel’s demand for a full and thor- 
ough investigation. 

On Wednesday the Egyptian 
charge d’affaires, Mohammed Bas- 
siouny, assured. Israel that such an 
inquiry was under way, headed by 
Defence Minister Abu Ghazala. 

Arens said the episode was “not so 
complicated as to require a week- 
long investigation.’* He urged that 
the report be presented to Israel at 
the earliest possible moment. . 

Arens shot down an idea voiced in 
righ tist quarters that the ambassador 
to Cairo .be summoned home for 
consultations as a sign of Israel's ire. 
The acting minister noted that Israel 
was incessantly urging the return of 
the Egyptian ambassador to Tel 
Aviv, contending that his absence 
constituted a breach of the peace 
treaty. 

Arens was less reluctant than the 
priihe minis ter, however, to criticize 
Egypt over its handting of the ship 
hijackers. He told a radio reporter 
he could not understand Egypt's 
decision to let them go. Any agree- 
ment made with terrorists was in- 
herently null and void, he said . (For 
reactions of Defence minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin, see p. 5.) 

Sarah Honig adds: 

The Likud Knesset faction yester- 
day adopted a resolution deploring 
the government’s “weak reaction to 
the heinous murders of innocent 
Israelis in the Sinai.” The resolution 
was proposed by Deputy Foreign 
Minister Room Milo and was carried 
unopposed. 

Sources close tt> Peres retorted 
angrily last nigjht to the resolution 
and especially to Milo’s speech prop- 
osing it. The sources said that “Milo 
would do best not to impudently 
award the prime minister marks and 
not to seek political capital out of 
every tragedy. He would put his time 
I to better use if he would devote 
himself to his job and seek to im- 
r prove Israel’s foreign relations.”

He shooJid.have taken the 
Egyptians sharply to task for their 
lies and for preventing medical aid to 
the victims. While operative PLO ■ 
headquarters are located in Jordan 
and while Egypt invites them , to 
Cairo, our premier seeks to blur the 
facts.

Milo harshly attacked Peres and

Milo judged that the difference in 
Peres’s fractions arises from the fact 
that in the case of the boat murder 
there was no direct tie “to the di- 
plomatic process with Egypt. All 
that PeTes is striving for is a summit 
meeting with the Egyptian leader, 
under the limelight of publicity”. 

David Kimche, Foreign Ministry 
director-general, said the hijackers' 
original plan to attack Israelis at 
Ashdod port was aborted? apparent- 
ly because the squad was discovered. 

Arafat knew of the Ashdod plot 
and the operation was directed by 
one of Arafat's top deputies, Kim- i 
che said. i 

Kimche said Israel “bad inform a- 
tion that Fatah was going to strike at 
our ports,” and that the mainstream 
faction of Arafat's PLO had tried 
three times in the last year to infil- 
trate terrorist squads into Israel. The 
Israeli Navy intercepted the boats. 

Though Israel was expecting more 
sea-borne attacks, it apparently was 
surprised by the use of a passenger 
liner. Kimche said the terrorists 
boarded an Italian ship, despite Ita- 
ly’s easy relations with Arafat, be- 
cause the liner made regular stops at 
Israeli ports and was “convenient."

the U.S. was ready to retaliate 
against the ship hijackers when 
Egypt brought the crisis to an end. 

Earlier, he told reporters that the 
four hijackers’ should be handed 
over to a responsible country. But ff 
the PLO had a “national court set 
up. like a nation" that could bring 
them to justice, that would be 
acceptable. 

Asked by reporters later to reiter- 
ate that Arafat could assume juris- 
diction. Reagan replied: “No. They 
are not a sovereign state. There has 
been some confusion. Maybe I’m 
responsible. The PLO should turn 
them over to a sovereign state." 

U.S. officials iu Washington were 
increasingly coming to Israel’s con- 
clusion that the terrorists were in- 
deed associated with the PLO. 
although the Americans have not yet 
gone public in making the connec- 
tion. “There's 1 a lot of evidence 
pointing in that direction," one U.S. 
official commented. 

A PLF spokesman in Nicosia told 
.Reuters last night the hijacking of 
the ship was a bungled operation to 
land terrorists at Ashdod. 

The statement said the four gun- 
men “were compelled to take con- 
trol of the ship before reaching the 
target" after crew members disco- 
vered their weapons. 

In Tunis, Arafat said the PLO 
worked with the Egyptians and Ita- 
lians to achieve the surrender of the 
hijackers but did not know at the 
time that they had killed Klinghof- 
fer. *.

Despite increased volume in both 
shares and bonds , prices were lower 
in almost eveiy sector of trading 
yesterday. But while the share mar- 
ket retreat slowed down, the pace of 
the falls in the bond market. acceler- 
ated. 

Another difference, in pan a re- 
flection of the same share/bond 
dichotomy, was the fact that the 
“arrangement" sector of bank 
shares fell in price more than the 
non-bank index, for the -first time 
this week. Only the industrials sec- 
tor. among the important share 
groups, was particularly badly hit. 
while most of the othere fell only 
slightly. Real estate and investment 
companies were almost unchanged 
on the day. The “arrangement" 
group, by contrast, was 1.2% lower 
as selling pressure rose, with .the 

volume reaching IS2.2 billion after a 
volume of only IS1.6b. on Wednes- 
day.

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Killers of peace 


THE prime requisite for peace between Egypt and Israel, 
Anwar Sadat did not tire of repeating, is the breaking down 
of barriers of mistrust separating the two countries. 

That dictum remains as true today as it did then. It also 
remains true of the prospects for any negotiations towards 
peace with Jordan and the Palestinians. 

Today, at the end of a fortnight marked by savage violence 
aimed at Israelis in Lamaca, Sinai, Barcelona, and plans for 
violence on a tourist ship just off Egypt’s coast which ended in 
the murder of an elderly sick American Jewish man, while the 
killers were set free, Israel’s confidence in the peace with Egypt 
and the prospects of broadening it to embrace other neighbours 
may have reached the breaking point. 

Israel has still to receive an official Egyptian account of how 
and why three Israeli adults and four children were shot and 
then left to lie bleeding to death on a Sinai beach. Mr. Mubarak 
cannot believe that his response before TV cameras, writing off 
the killings as "nothing at all; a man lost his mind, it can happen 
anywhere," can reassure the Israeli public about the nature of 
relations between the two countries. 

And even as these seven victims were being buried, it became 
clear that the four PLO terrorists who hijacked the Achille 
Lauro had planned to land in Ashdod and stage a massacre here 
upon the ship's arrival. 

Mr. Mubarak's explanation yesterday that Egypt agreed to 
their release before knowing they had killed Leon Klinghofier 
of New York is difficult to credit, since the hijackers themselves 
advertised the murder while still aboard the ship. 

The picture that emerges from all this violence and intensi- 
fied terrorism against Israelis and Jews, which is accompanied 
by mollycoddling of Arafat, is utter contempt for Israel and 
Israeli sensibilities. For even as Israel is being pressed by the 
U.S.. Egypt. Jordan, Britain and other European countries to 
engage in a negotiation process that would embrace the PLO in 
some form, Arafat has launched a massive campaign of 
terrorism that long pre-dated Israel's retaliatory strike against 
his T unisia headquarters. 

It is time, therefore, for Israel to call a halt to this murderous 
sham. 

The quest for peace is irreconcilable with cover ups for 
murder, whether committed by a fanatical Egyptian soldier, or 
by Arafat and his PLO terrorists. 

What the government should now require before proceeding 
with any negotiations, whether on Taba or the West Bank, is 
clarity. 

With regard to Egypt, Israel must receive assurances about 
appropriate procedures governing the safety and security of 
Israelis on Egyptian soil. If that cannot be achieved what kind 
of improved peace is there to negotiate about? 

And with regard to Jordan, the U.S. and Egypt - the parties 
participatory to expansion of the peace process - Israel must 
receive assurances honouring its refusal to negotiate with the 
PLO. 

No Israeli government and no Israeli prime minister can be 
expected to negotiate with a Jordanian king who permits his 
capital city to become a staging ground for PLO terrorist acts. 

.No Israeli government and no Israeli prime minister can or 
should enter into a negotiation process which brings with it 
heightened terror on the one hand and deliberate shielding of 
the authors and architects of that terror, on the other. 

That is the message that Mr. Peres must convey to Mr. 
Reagan next week. And let that message be understood as well 
in Amman, Cairo. London and elsewhere. 

Until it is, there can be no peace process to talk about.

running and empty shells in the flat. 

The landlady, who declined to be 
named, told reporters she leased the 
flat two years ago (o a man who said 
he was a Palestinian resident in 
Spain, and the latest occupier told 
her last month he was a cousin of the 
original tenant. 

The Zim spokesman said in Haifa 
last night that there was no basis 
whatsoever for the report from Bar- 
celona that the two men had them- 
selves rented the flat in which they 
were murdered. Zim officials had 
carefully checked this report, 
together with the Barcelona police, 
and found it completely unfounded. 
They found that the flat had been 
rented by a Palestinian named Ossa- 
ma Ezzaheer. 

The Zim management has sent 
officials from its Madrid office to 
Barcelona to he in contact with the 
authorities, follow their investiga- 
tion. and to do all they could to 
assure that the bodies of the mur- 
dered men be flown home for burial 
as carls us possible. 

The two Israeli seamen, according 
to reports reaching Israel, arrived at 
the ship last Saturday afternoon at 
4.3U p.m. with other members of the 
crew from shore-leave. The grouD 
was then approached by two men. 

Apparently the two convinced the 
Israelis to accompany them back 
into town with promises of a good 
time. Since the ship was only due to 
leave port at 3.00 a.m. Sunday morn- 
ing. there would be plenty of time for 
them u> get back, they were told. 

Despite warnings from the other 


crew members that to go with the 
two strangers would be, against 
standing orders, the sailors derided 
to take the chance. At 3.00 a.m., 
when they had still not returned, the 
ship's captain infonned the police 
and set sail. 

Israel's two seamen's unions 
yesterday expressed their condem- 
nation and concern at the murder 
of the two seamen. 

The Zim-Califomia, a large con- 
tainer vessel, left Haifa a fortnight 
ago and had made a stopover in 
Barcelona on its way to Halifax. 
Ya’acov Abu. who lived in Haifa, 
was the ship's chief oiler. Zion Abu 
lived in Kiryat Yam and served as a 
Steward. Both were veteran Zhn 
seamen. 

Shlomo Avitan. secretary of the 
Ratings Union, told The Jerusalem 
Post that the murders had "brought 
things to a state where the govern- 
ment must do something. This base 
crime cannot be forgiven.*' 

He said the union may appeal to 
the International Transport Federa- 
tion (ITF) to condemn the murders. 

Avitan noted that Israeli seamen 
have all been instructed in security 
precautions. This had been the first 
murder of our seamen “and all men 
will now be even more careful.'* 
While Israel's merchant ships carry 
efficient protection measures “the 
trouble is when the men go ashore in 
foreign ports." ' 

Captain Yeshayahu G roman of 
the Marine Officers Union noted 
that the PLO had “for a long time 
been on the look-out for Israeli 
ships."

THREE barbershops in 
Baltimore participating in 
a programme to make free 
tests for high blood pressure more 
readily available to susceptible black 
men have referred 155 to physicians 
in just two months. 

One was 68-year-old Abraham 
Sumpter. He hadn't had his blood 
pressure cheeked in years, but when 
he went to get his hair cut his barber 
found “it was pretty high" and sent 
him to a doctor. 


"We wouldn’t have known if it 
hadn't been for that," said Joe 
Shropshire. 48. Sumpter’s son-in- 
law. “He doesn't tell you what's 
ailing him or what’s hurting him. 


“We can't get him to go to the 
hospital, but he was at the barber- 
shop and it was done. It was a good 
thing.” 

The programme, using automatic 
blood-pressure machines and 
trained barber-operators, was 
started by B. Wayne Kong, an edu- 
cational psychologist and executive 
director of the non-profit Urban 
Cardiology Research Centre Inc. 

“Only 25 per cent of black males 
who need medication are aerially on 
it. - ' Kong said. 

A 1982 statewide survey by the 
University of Maryland found that 
nearly 27 per cent of all blacks bad 
hypertension, compared with 18 per 
cent of whites.

NO SOONER had senior U.S. offi- 
cials concluded their meetings on 
Wednesday with visiting Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir than they 
started to focus on the next Israeli 
visitor to Washington - Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres, due in the U.S. 
capital for a meeting with President 
Ronald Reagan at the White House 
on October 17. 

The following week Peres will be 
participating in 40th anniversary 
ceremonies of the United Nations. 

The Americans are very familiar 
with the major differences in both 
substance and style between Shamir 
and Peres. But they also made a 
point of noting, in the aftermath of 
the Shamir talks with Vice President 
George Bush and Secretary of State 
George Shultz, that they were also 
very aware of the similarities. 

There are several gut issues in the 
Arab- Israeli peace process which 
unite the mainstream elements of 
Labour and Likud. This had been 
painfully underlined to Washington 
earlier this year during Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin's visit. 

At this stage, the peace process 
does not look especially healthy, 
U.S. officials conceded this week. 
Ironically, it was only a few days 
earlier, in the hours immediately 
after King Hussein's talks at the 
White House, when they were con- 
siderably more hopeful that some- 
thing positive was indeed in the 
works. 

The officials had refused to say 
exactly what the next step might be 
on the road to direct Arab-Israeli 
negotiations, but they insisted that 
some “headway" in -resolving the 
delicate matter of an international 
umbrella had been made. 

Hussein has been unexpectedly 
firm in demanding the five penna- 
ment members of the UN Security 
Council be invited to an internation- 
al conference on the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. He has feared embarking 
on strictly bilateral talks with Israel 
without such an international cover, 
according to U.S. officials. 


BUT BOTH the U.S. and Israel are 
worried about anything that might 
enhance die Soviet role in the di- 
plomacy of the region. As a result, 
there is a stalemate with no easy 
solution in sight. 

Indeed, Shamir, shortly after his 
meetings with. Shultz, made it dear 
that Israel should not be w illing to 
participate in such an international 
conference even if the Soviets were 
to renew diplomatic relations with 
Israel. Asked whether Peres agreed 
with him on this point, Shamir told a 


small group of journalists in his hotel 
suite that the subject had never real- 
ly been officially discussed by the 
Cabinet. But he suggested that Peres 
was also opposed to any internation- 
al conference, which would merely 
become “a trap" for Israel. 

It would quickly deteriorate into a 
media circus, Shamir said, with 
Israel the target for condemnation. 
As a result, ft would merely set back 
peace prospects, rather than en- 
hance them. If Hussein is sincere in 
his quest for peace . let him enter into 
direct talks with Israel on a strictly 
bilateral basis and without any pre- 
conditions, he continued. Israel will 
respond to his offer. 

U.S. officials agreed that that was 
extremely unlikely. Hussein was in 
no such position to act alone. The 
Jordanian monarch continued to 
need outside support. The U.S.. 
therefore, would continue its own 
exploratory search for some suitable 
formula. Based on wbat they heard 
from Shamir, they were by no means 
confident of an early solution to this 
problem. 

There were other unexpected 
headaches making the likelihood of 
startin g direct talks before the end of 
this year - the oft-stated U.S. target 
date - increasingly remote. 

First, adav after Hussein met with 
Reagan. Israeli fighter bombers des- 
troyed the PLO headquarters in 
T unis ia. That created an uproar 
throughout the Arab world, 
although Hussein reacted in a re- 
latively restrained manner. 

Next. Palestinian terrorists hijack- 
ed the Italian ship. Achille Lauro. 
Naturally, everyone focused their 
immediate attention on the fate of 
the passengers and crew members. 
There was also mixed opinion 
among U.S. officials over the exact 
connection between the hijackers 
and Yasser Arafat. The PLO chair- 
man repeatedly denied any involve- 
ment, condemning the ship’s takeov- 
er. 

But Israeli officials, in conversa- 
tions with their American counter- 
parts, were firm in making the con- 
nection. U.S. officials were inclined 
to accept the Israeli assessment even 
though the White House and State 
Department were unwilling to say so 
publicly. 
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PERES WILL be arriving in 
Washington at a time when the Mid- 
dle East is once again high on the 
Reagan administration's agenda. 
Beyond the' matter of the terrorism, 
there is also the matter of the admi- 
nistration's proposed $2 billion sale 
of advanced weaponry, including 40 


jet fighters, to Jordan. 

That sale has generated a great 
deal of early opposition on Capitol 
Hill, where pro-Israeli lawmakers 
are threatening to block it during the 
regular legislative review process. 
The final outcome is by no means 
clear. 

Still, as Shamir himself conceded 
this week, the weapons sale has 
become a major iSsue for Shultz and 
Reagan. They are. he said, deeply 
committed ro seeing it through. 
They have accepted Hussein's assur- 
ances that the weapons will not be 
used against Israel but are needed to 
deter the Syrians. 

Shamir made clear that he does 
not believe Hussein’s private 
pledges of non-belligerency toward 
Israel. 

At the same time, in his discus- 
sions with Shultz and meetings with 
the news media. Shamir insisted that 
that sale should not be allowed to 
spill ovct to weaken other aspects of 
the U.S. -Israeli relationship. He was 
quite proud of the improved state of 
those ties over the past two years. He 
referred to his November 1983 visit 
to Washington when he was prime 
minister as a turning point. Moshe 
Arens, then defence minister, had 
joined him in those discussions. 

Shamir quoted Shultz as saying 
that the enhanced strategic coopera- 
tion between the two countries was 
moving along very smoothly. The 
secretary, be added, was also 
pleased with tl e enactment of the 
U.S.-Israeli Free Trade Area agree- 
ment - the first of its kind. Shultz had 
called it “historic." noting that 


several other countries, including 
Singapore and Canada, were now 
anxious to follow Israel's lead in 
opening up their trade with the U.S. 


U.S. OFFICIALS, while conced- 
ing the similarities and the con- 
straints on any Israeli government, 
have not concealed their clear pre- 
ference for Peres's approach to the 
peace process over that of Shamir 
and the other Likud partners in the 
national unity government. The 
Americans know that the clock is 
ticking toward next October when 
Shamir and Peres are due to switch 
jobs. 

Administration officials sense that 
real progress in the peace process 
will be considerably more difficult - 
if not impossible -with Shamir at the 
helm. That is why the administration 
has not yet given up on getting some 
sort of Israeli-Jordanian dialogue 
moving in the coming months. They 
know it yrill not be easy. They accept 
the fact that some elements in the 
Arab world -as well as in Israel - will 
do whatever they can to block such a 
scenario. But Washington will make 
a major effort to get the negotiations 
off the ground. 

An ideal scenario for the Amer- 
icans would have Israel and Jordan 
open direct, face-to-face negotia- 
tions before the scheduled rotation 
in Jerusalem. A symbolic meeting 
between Peres and Hussein would 
do wonders. in influencing Israeli 
public opinion, according to U.S. 
officials. It would convince many 
Israelis of Hussein’s sincerity in rec- 
ognizing Israel and in coming to 


some sort of-peaceful terms with it. 
The dramatic trip by the late Eyvp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat to Jeru- 
salem had such an impact on sceptics 
in Israel, U.S. officials noted. 

But arranging such a Peres- 
Hussein meeting will not be eas>. 
The administration has not even, 
been able to organize a summit he? 
tween Peres and Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak. Still, that certainly 
remains a U.S. objective. 

What Washington would then (ike 
to see occur in Israel is clear. In 
responding to Hussein. Peres, pre- 
sumably. would be willing to go 
further than his Likud partners. A 
rupture in the coalition agreement 
could occur - setting the stage lor 
new elections. 

U.S. officials are convinced that 
Peres and the Lit hour Party would 
do considerably better than the 
Likud and would, therefore, be in a 
position to form the next govern- 
ment. The key, however, is getting 
some dramatic improvement in 
Israeli-Jordanian relations in adv- 
ance. , 

Some in Washington, in (he imfp 
mediate aftermath of the Tunisia 
raid and the acrimony over the Ita- 
lian ship hijacking, are calling that 
U.S. scenario “mission impossible." 
But Reagan and Shultz are deter- 
mined to push ahead. Their senior 
aides did riot sense a fot of flexibility 
in the Israeli position during Sha- 
mir's talks. They are now looking for 
some new openings from Peres.

Sir. - We are shocked that Profes- 
sor Eliezer Jaffe has published state- 
ments concerning the Conservative- 
Masorti Movement's involvement 
with Ethiopian Jewry which are 
totally inaccurate. The position of 
our movement from the very begin- 
ning has been that the Ethiopian 
community is halachically Jewish 
and that the Rabbinate, basing itself 
on sound halachic decisions of re- 
spected authorities, should recog- 
nize their Jewishness and treat them 
as they have treated all other groups 
Of Jews. The singling out of Ethio- 
pian Jewry forspedal handling when 
this is not necessary is totally unjusti- 
fied. 

To include us, however, with 
opportunistic political groups... 
(who) have chosen to take a ride on 
the Ethiopian's backs, and exploit 
their plight..." is without any factual 
foundation whatsoever. On the con- 
trary. for all of our sympbathy with 
their plight, our movement has 


taken the position that we will do 
nothing, aside from helping with 
humanitarian needs, without being 
asked to do so by the Ethiopian 
groups themselves. Since we have 
not been asked by them for active 
political support, none has been 
given. We have certainly not coun- 
selled the Ethiopians to reject any 
compromise, nor have we done any- 
thing to push them out on a limb. 

Professor Jaffe's gratuitous 
advice concerning our own political 
activities is also inaccurate. He may 
not know it, but we are indeed 
pursuing our own legislative activity, 
to change what we consider to be an 
undemocratic system which is inim- 
ical to Judaism and, in our opinion, 
dangerous for the future of the Jew- 
ish religion, but are doing so totally 
without connection to Ethiopian 
Jewry.

Sir, - The Daniel O’Connell refer- 
red to by Professor Pinhas Peli in his 
Tora article on Ha'azinu (Septem- 
ber 27) was one of a small circle who 
championed the removal of Jewish 
disabilities in 19th century England. 
He was a heroic figure in Irish poli- 
tics where his struggle for Catholic 
emancipation earned him the title of 
“the liberator.’’ He strongly sup- 
ported Moses Montefiore and Isaac 
Leon Goldsmid in their straggle for 
political emancipation. 

In bis campaign for Catholic 
emancipation, Daniel O'Connell 
maintained the principle of freedom 
of conscience for both Jew and 
Christian and in his staunch defence 
of the Jews, he was greatly responsi- 


ble for the formal repeal of the 
obsolete statute DeJudatsmo, which 
prescribed a special dress for Jews. 

Benjamin Disraeli was baptised at 
the age of 13 and followed Christian 
practice throughout his life. In his 
writings, he propagated complete 
assimilation to Christianity. He re- 
garded himself racially as a Jew of 
Semitic race, but not by religion or 
nationality. His personal position 
was suspected in both Jewish and 
Christian societies and his failure to 
support Irish Catholic demands for 
religious tolerance could well have 
earned him the opprobrium of 
Daniel O'Connell.
